APTER 7 YEARS, 


James Chaplan Face to Face: 


“with His Little Daughter 
Who, He Says, Was 
Kidnaped. 


ON POLICE STATION STEP. 


Chance Meeting the Result of 
the Arrest, on Another 
Charge, of the Woman - 
Who. Took. Her. 


MRS. HUMMEL CONFESSES. 


James Chaplan has been searching for 
seven years for his little daughter, who, he 
says, was kidnaped when she was 2 years old. 
Yesterday afternoon he chanced to be passing 
the Desplaines Street Police Station when 
he espied the child as she¢ was led along in 
company with the woman who took her from 
him. He recognized her instantly, and rushed 
forward to take her in his arms. She did not 
know him, but he proved to the police that she 
was his daughter. 

The finding of the kidnaped child was a 
climax to the alleged elopement of Mrs. Lillie 
Hummel with one William Kelly, and her 
subsequent arrest. Mrs. Hummel has claimed 
the girl as hers, and, when arrested yester- 
day, took the child along with her to the sta- 
tion. Thus ft was that Mr. Chaplan hap- 
pened to meet the party-—the prisoner, her 
eloping partner, the angry husband, the two 
policemen, and the little Chaplan child. 


Goes and Takes the Girl. 

Chaplan lives at 211 Washburne avenue, 
and his story filled out an odd chain of cir- 
cumstances which for a time puzgled the 
police. Mrs. Hummel and her husband, who 
now is her prosecutor, lived with the adopted 
child at 286 Wells street. The husband says 
he has been married to her for eighteen yeers, 
and that during that time she frequently has 
left him. Each time he has induced her to 
return to him. On Tuesday evening he re- 
turned to his home to find the rooms barren. 
His wife was gone, as was also “ the adopted 
girl,” as he calls the child. The coal had 
been sold to a neighbor, and every piece of 
furniture had been removed from the rooms. 
Most of the articles belonged to Samuel 
Treadwell, who rented the rooms to Hummel. 

The husband conducted an investigation 
and learned from the neighbors that Mrs. 
Hummel had gone away with William Kelly. 
He had often seen the man in the vicinity, 
‘but never suspected that a wife had any 
aequaintnace with him, ps. 
the police, and 
honey were detailed on the search. They 
traced the pair to 370 West Lake street. The 
little girl was also there. Warrants already 
had been sworn out for Mrs. Hummel’s ar- 
rest by Treadwell, who charged her with the 
larceny of his furniture and household ef- 
fects. The woman admitted all the charges, 


i told the detectives where to find the things, 


and declared she preferred Kelly to her hus- 
band. 
Had Been His Housekeeper. | 

Then the poligemen took the family to the 
police station, and it, wae when they were 
ascending the steps that Chaplan suddenly 
appeared and recognized the girl as his child. 

He said his wife died when the girl was 2 
years old. A short time later Mrs. Hummel, 
with the consent of her husband, went to 
HMve at Chaplan’s house, acting as house- 
keeper and taking care of the child. She re- 
mained there for some time, and one day 
disappeared mysteriously, taking the girl 
with her. The father was almost distracted 
over the lose of the child and appealed to 
the police. Detectives Weisee and Mahoney 
—the same who found the elopers yesterday 
—were detailed on the case at the time, but 
no trace of the woman or child could be 
found. Chaplan hunted the city constantly, 
but finally was compelled to give up the 
search and became convinced that he would 
not again see the girl. 

A year ago he met the detectives, and at 
that time mentioned the matter to them. 
The search was renewed, but without avail. 
He mentioned this incident yesterday, and 
Detective Weisse remembered his talk to 
Chaplan a year ago. He described his dead 
wifé, and the appearance of the girl was 
found to tally closely with that of the late 
Mrs. Chaplan. 


Hummel Is Amazed. 

Hummel said he had never before seen 
Chaplan, and he was amazed at the revela- 
tions.. He said his wife brought, the girl to 
their house severa: years ago und told him 
she had adopted the little one. He never 
knew the real facts, he said, and it never oc- 
curred to him that his wife had not secured 
the child in a legal manner. He became en- 
raged at the disclosures and demanded war- 
rants for his wife and Kelly. He probably 
will secure them toda¥. Mrs. Hummel was 
questioned by the detectives and admitted 
that the child was the daughter of Chaplan, 
but she insisted that she had adopted the 
girl and denied the charge of kidnaping. She 
will have a hearing in court today. 


EIGHT THOUSAND DIE OF PLAGUE

HADLEY FOR BRAIN TRUS 


YALE PRESIDENT ADVOCATES 
BROADER UNIVERSITY LINES. 


Says Educators. Must Get Together and 
Develop Graduate: Stadents Instead 
of Keeping to Narrow Traditional 
Channels — Declares That All Uni- 
versities Should Be Mutually Sus- 
taining. Instead of Constantly An- 
tagonistic. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 27.—[Special. ]— 
President Arthur T. Hadley of Yale Uni- 
versity delivered a noteworthy address yes- 
terday at Stanford University before a large 
audience. After ‘expressing his surprise at 
the great progress made by both California 
universities in a couple of decades, he gave 
some novel views in regard to a combina- 
tion:or trust of American Universities, by 
which the speciai exceiiences of each may 
be shared by all students and rivalry be de- 
voted to stimulation of: scholarship rather 
than to build up one college at the expense 
of another. 

President Hadley spoke as follows: , 

‘* There are a great many ideas as to what 
ought to constitute a university. Some men 
regard it merely as a center for the diffusion 
of knowledge. Another opposite conception 
is that the university is a place for the train- 
ing of specialists in law, medicine, and 
philosophy. But if we allow ourselves to 
consider it as a place solely for the produc- 
tion of doctors of philosophy we make a mis- 
take, for four-fifths of those who come to 
a university do so for the purpose of becom- 
ing strong and broad, minded citizens, and 
not with any special object in view. 


Training Must Be Broader. 

“The doctor of philosophy ts useful, but 
he is never, in a certain sense, more than a 
by-product of university life. Those. who 
come here are being trained not for the nar- 
rower but for the broader pursuits. They 
must have the training that will make of men 
sound lawyers and inspiring preachers, and, 
above all, strong men and women in the citi- 
zenship of the country. 

“To use an unpopular term, we educators 
must form an educational trust. We must 
broaden our investigations and develop our 
graduate students. At some universities 
there is a theory that in order to have teach- 
ers stimulated along any line the best work 
in that line must be done within 500 yards of 
where he is teaching. This is a narrow pol- 
icy and is rapidly losing ground. 

Athletics in the College. 

“ There was a time when American college 
athletics had too much the character of a 
series of fights, and when pursved in this spir- 
it the moral miseducation outweighs the good 
physical training and discipline produced. 
Such a system struck at American manhood 
in a most insidious manner. Graduates left 
the college with the dangerous idea that 
commerce and polities were games of skill. 

“Such ideas, carried to their logical con- 
clusion, result in the spreading of false re- 
ports on the markets, the entering into 
fraudulent schemes and the buying and sell- 
ing of votes in the Legislatures. A new 
régime has arisen, under which, in athletic 
affairs, students of rival universities treat 
each other as gentlemen, preferring rather 
honorable defeat than dishonorable victory. 

“ Finally, let us understand that in the 


-work of our colleges the greatest duty of the 


student is not to get the most he can out of 
‘tthe university but to put what he can into it. 
Let us understand that each college is but a 
part of this world of education, and he who 
emphasizes his own university to the exclu- 
sion of others falls short of that broad and 
liberal mindedness which should macanter:

Martinelli’s appointment to a seat in 
the Sacred College has been expected for

Martinelli will 
come to Rome as soon as he receives official 
notification from Count Colacicchi, and that 
a new papal delegate to the United States 
will be sel d. 

It is officially announced that a secret con- 
sistory is to be held on April 15 and a public 
consistory three days later. In addition to 
Archbishop Martinelli, the following prelates 
will be appointed Cardinals: Mgr. Fripeti, 
Mer. Cabagnis, Mgr. San Miniatelli, Mgr. 
Ceunari, Mgr. Della Volce, the Archbishop 
of Benevento, the Archbishop of Ferara, the 
Archbishop of Prague, the Archbishop of 
Cracow, the Bishop of Veruna, and the Bish- 
op of Pavia. 


The official news of the nomination of 
Archbishop Martinelli to be a Cardinal will 
occasion no surprise in this country, where 
the appointment has long been expected. 
He has held his present position nearly five 
years, having been appointed to succeed Mgr, 
Satolli on July 31, 1896. 

Archbishop Martinelli belongs to the Au- 
gustinian order. He entered the cloister on 
Deo. 6, 1863, when 16 years old, was ordained 
a priest on Jan. 6, 1871, and rose so rapidly 
in distinction as a scholar that in 1889 he 
was elected General of the order, to which 
exalted position he was réélected in 1896.

Starts Three Weeks Ago. 

Funston started on the expedition which 
resulted in the capture of Aguinaldo three 
weeks ago. He had with him a company 
of natives, and was assisted by Captain John 
Newton of the Thirty-fourth Volunteer In- 
fantry, Lieutenant Admire of the Twenty- 
second Infantry, Lieutenant Mitchell of the 
Fortieth Volunteers, and Surgeon Major Har- 
The expedition was conveyed by the gun- 
boat Vicksburg and the cruiser Albany toe 
landing place on the east coast of Luzon, 
north of Baler. 


Revealed by Filipino Officer. 

The rebel chieftain’s hiding place was re- 
vealed by a Filipino officer, who turned over 
to Governor General MacArthur’ a letter 
from Aguinaldo. The letter ordered the 
Filipino officer and other leaders of the ine 
surgent forces in southern Luzon to meet 
him at a designated rendezvous in Isabella 
Province. 

General Funston at once proposed to head 
an expedition to Isabella Province in an effort 
to capture Aguinaldo. After much discussion 
Governor General MacArthur consented and 
preparations were begun. ; 


Funston’s Adroit Ruse. 
Funston’s plan of operations was unique, 
After being landed on the east coast Fun- 
ston and his four American companions were 
to play the role of prisoners in the hands of 
the natives, who were to represent them- 
selves to Aguinaldo as loyal Filipinos. When 
brought before Aguinaldo the latter was to 
be seized by Funston’s native troops and 
made a prisoner. 


Natives Prove Faithful. 

The adventure was a desperate one, as ite 
success or failure depended on the faithful- 
ness of Funston’s native soldiers. They 
were Maccabees, who have been loyal to the 
United States almost from the day the Amer- 
ican troops landed. They were worthy of 
the trust imposed on them, as proven by the 
success of the enterprise. 

Funston’s plans went through as well as 
they had been planned. Aguinaido fell inte 
the trap, was made a prisoner, and was 
brought to Manila in the gunboat Vicksburg, 
which remained cruising off the east coast 
of Luzon for that purpose.

It was 
when Dewey, then Commodore, was pre- 
paring to leave this port to carry out the or- 
ders of the United States government to find 
and destroy the Spanish fleet, that Dewey 
and Aguinaldo first met. 

Howaréd Bray, an Englishman whose name 
has been mentioned recently in cable dis- 
patches in connection with an alleged plot 
to assassinate Admiral Dewey on his way 
home, was then at Singapore. He took 
Aguinaldo to Spencer Pratt, American Con- 


ments for an interview with Dewey. In that 
interview Aguinaldo was led to pledge him- 
self to act in conjunction with Dewey in the 
expulsion of Spain from the Philippines, 
Subsequently the Malay leader left Singa- 
pore secretly on.a British steamship and .

Aguinaldo is small of stature, dark, with 
quick, furtive eyes, smooth face, sharp fea- 
tures, and alert in his manner. Had he been i 
seen on the streets of an American city be- 
fore his features became familiar through 
the printing of his pictures he in all proba- 
bility would have been mistaken for a Japan- 
ese student or artisan, for in general build 
and color he strongly resembles the Japan- 
ese, as do many of the more intelligent Ma- 
lays.

Among the natives it was said he 
never slept, and whatever the verdict of his- 
tory may be regarding his actions, he will 
be credited at least with ability\in carrying 
out his ends, hardly to be expected in a na- 
tive’ of a half-barbarous race.

When Aguinaldo returned in secret to the 
Island of Luzon after seeing Dewey at Sing- 
apore, he made his headquarters first at 
Cavite, in the .older part of the town, and 
near the spot where he was born. It was 
there the first evidence of his intention 
towards the Americans was discovered. An’ 
American officer, in making efforts to secure 
carts for the transportation of commissary 
stores landed from transports, was informed 
by natives he could hire neither carts nor men 


Aguinaldo, meantime, had withdrawh to 
Bakor. There on the following day Amer- 
ican officers went to see what was the reason 
for their difficulty in securing carts, bullocks, 
and men, when they were ready to hire them 
and pay them well.

FUNSTON ALWAYS A FIGHTER. 


From His Boyhood He Has Been Seek- 
ing Adventures and Facing Dan- 
gers—Some Incidents. — 


In the entire army there is probably no 


tion to his age than General Fred Funston. 
He is a born soldier and has generally con- 
trived to be In the vicinity where bullets were 
fiying thickest, and, although he has been 
wounded a number of times, he has always 
escaped serious injury. His friends say this 
is partly because there is so little of him to 
hit, for he is only 5 feet 5 inches in height 
and his top weight is about 115 pounds. His 
most notable exploit previous to this one was 
when he took his Kansans across the Rio 
Grande de la Pampanga 6n a raft hastily 
constructed for the purpose under a heavy 
fire from the Filipinos, formed them on the 
other side, and took the fortifications at the 
charge. 

From his boyhood days Fred Funston has 
been a fighter. He wae born in Ohio In 1866, 
but hie father, E. H. Funston, soon moved 
to Kansas, where he became a Congressman 
and was known as Foghorn Funston. His 
first public appearance was made when he 
was about 16 years old, at a political meet- 
ing at Fort Scott, Kas. The political meet- | 
ing happened to be opposed to his father’s 
camdiidacy, but that made no difference to 
young Fred. In fact, it was the reason for 
his being there. After all the speaking wae 
over and Foghorn Funston had been pretty 
well torn to pieces the young fellow got up, 
took the stage, and said that he had a few 
remarks to make. He proceeded to make 
them in the face of strenuous opposition, 
but when the audience presently discovered 
that he was telling a good story on his father 
it quieted down. He finished that story and 
then another, and then began to tell what 
kind of a man Foghorn Funston, who had 
been the butt of so much ridicule, really was. 
In vain did the organizers of the meeting 
howl for adjournment; the boy now had his 
audience with him, and by the time he had 
finiahed a brief but well-put statement of 
the political situation it was a Funston 
audience, and the effect of his oratory was 
evident on election day. 


‘Educated at State University. 

Two years later Fred Funston entered the 
Kansas State University, where he was a 
classmate of William Henry White, who 
made himself famous by his inquiry, 
* What's the matter with Kansas?” White 
gays that if it hadn’t been for himself Fun- 
ston would have stood at the foot of the 
class, and, even as it was, it was a close 
race. He tells this story of the young fel- 
low’s college career: ' 
“ He is not afraid of anything that can 
walk. Once the town's ‘ bad coon’ tried to 
run over Funston. The darky weighed 
pretty nearly 200 pounds and was a ‘ scrap- 
per’ with a rasor record. Funston was five 
feet three and weighed about ninety-five, 
He * bluffea@’ the colored brother to a‘ stand- 
still” and went for &@ warrant and marched 
the boss bully through the main streets of 
Lawrence af the point of a gun.”

HISTORY OF THE 
NATIVE REVOLT 


Aguinaldo Is Responsible for 
Revolution Against the 
United States. 


POSES AS A DICTATOR. 


Long Campaign Against the Fil- 
ipino. Insurgents Causes 
Flight of Leader 


HIDES FROM HIS PURSUERS. 


When Dewey defeated the Spanish squad- 
ron in Manila Bay on May 1, 1808, Aguinaldo 
was 4 self-expatriated man, havink betrayed 
his people for $200,000, paid him by Spain 
when the revolution which he led promised 
success. He had removed to Hongkong, 
whence he was taken to Manila by Dewey’s 
permission, and, as it afterwards proved, 
began the campaign -against the United 
States from the outset. 

Aguinaldo first endeavored to get assur- 
ances from General Anderson that the United 
States would not assert sovereignty over the 
} islands. Failing to obtain pledges from the 
authorities, he prevented the 
troops from getting transportation from the 
natives. He organized the natives into an 
army and was supplied with guns and am- 
munition by Admiral Dewey. He sent agents 
to all parts of the island to remove all possible 


of the local Democracy. A few days before 
the election the editor-in-chief went away, 
leaving the paper in Funston’s hands. He 
had been getting pretty weary of the Demo- 
crats, who had been conducting their cam- 
paign on a basis of bribery and intimidation, 
and his first act when he was put in control 
was to write an editorial stating his opinions 
with a degree of frankness which left no 
room for misunderstanding. 


Besieged in Newspaper Office. 
This engaging open-minaedness did not ap- 
peal to the worthy citizens of Fort Smith, 
who set about showing the young editor the 
error of his ways by burning down the 


_ Tribune building. Funston gathered his staff 


about him and prepared to defend the place, 
but the editor-in-chief hastily returned in an- 
swer to urgent telegraphic summons from his 
friends and appeased the wrath of the Dem- 
ocrats by a hasty issue, explaining editorial- 
ly whet had happened. Naturally, young 
Funston did not retain his job. There was 
talk of tarring and feathering him before 
he could get away from town, but he didn't 
Instead he 
wandered around the place with nose in the 
air, looking for some of the alleged ring- 
leaders in the proposed scheme. When he 
did finally leave there were no feathers at- 
tached to him except the feather in the cap 
at having bluffed practically the whole town. 
When a friend asked him why he had so 
foolishly thrown away his situation by print- 
ing such an editorial the young man said 
briefly:

Serves as Railway Conductor. 


For a time Funston was out of a job. Then 
he drifted into the railroad business and 
became a conductor on the Santa Fé line. 
One day’a cowboy full of rum became ram- 
pageous in his car, and, lying down on his 
back in the aisle, began to shoot holes in the 
ceiling. The little conductor kicked the re- 
volver out of his hand, yanked him along 
the aisle, and threw him off the back plat- 
form. The cowboy got up and hurled a piece 
of ballast, which broke an end window, then 
started and ran down the track, with Fun- 
ston in hot pursuit, flinging ballast as he ran, 
until the fugitive distanced him. By the time 
he got back to his train, sweating and breath- 
less, half an hour had been dropped on the 
schedule. The superintendent made an in- 
quiry about it, and the conductor explained. 

“It was all right to throw him off,” said 
the superintendént, “‘ but ‘what did you go 
and chase him for?” 


“ Wouldn’t you be mad if a man threw a rock 
through your window?’ 

“ Probably, but don’t do it again,” said the 
superintendent. 

Whether because of this restriction or for 
other causes the young man soon left the 
railroad’s employ and cast about him for 
somethihg else to do.

In Alaska Before Gold Strike. 

Nevertheless the prospect was so alluring 
that he set to work to learn practical botany, 
and in 1892 was jn Alaska.

City now is, and started down the Yukon 
alone in a canoe which he had built. His 
canoe was caught in rapids, split on a rock, 
and that would have beey the end of Fred 
Funston but for a missionary who chanced 
to be going along with some Indians, and 
who saved him.

His next venture was in Cuba, where he 
went filibustering.

Funston swore that he would never strike 
another blow in a cause that permitted such 
an outrage, and thereupon resigned his com- 
mission, having fought in twenty-two bat- 
tles. With a letter from General Garcia 
ordering transportation to this country for 
him, he went to the coast and féll in with 
a number of Spaniards. As it didn’t seem 
advisable to be found with papers signed 
by Garcia upon him, Funston ate the letter. 
It gave him indigestion, which, added to 
the malaria and the effects of his wounds, 
| left him in bad condition when he landed 
in New York, the Spaniards having treated 
him well and put him aboard a ship. For 
three weeks he was in a hospital in New 
York City, and when he came out he weighed 
but ninety pounds. . 


Enlisté for War with Spain. 

Shortly after he had recovered his normal 
health and energy the war with Spain broke 
out and he offered his services. An oppor- 
tunity was given him to go @n General Miles’ 
staff, but he chose rather to accept the com- 
mand of the Twentieth Kansas, after he 
had failed of recognition in -his project to 
raise & regiment of rough riders. It was 
&@ great disappointment to him that his regi- 
ment did not get to Cuba, but his chance 
came later when. it was ordered to the Phil- 
‘Ippines. 

On the. way there was a long wait in San 
Francisco,, where. he met, wooed, and married 
a young music teacher, all in two weeks, 
and she accompanied him to Manila. Since 
the fighting began he has been prominent in 
many battles. In the,fighting before Malolos 
early in the insurrection he found himself 
with part of his command on one side of the 
muddy Marilao. River and a force of Fili- 
pinos on the otheg side, who had a good posi- 
tion and were galling our troops by their 


| constant fire. Calling for volunteers who 


could swim, Funston selected twenty men, 
told them to follow him, and, holding his re- 
volver up, swam the stream. The men put 
their guns on logs, and followed, pushing the 
logs. On the other side the little force 


was the first man to enter Malolos after the 
capture. 

Those who have seen Funston in action 
say that he has Inspired his men with un- 
bounded confidence in him, and that he has 
only to call for volunteers, and they will be 
at his side ready to follow wherever he may 
lead. 


MEANS END OF INSURRECTION. 


President Informed of the Capture Too 
Late for Official Consideration— 
. Enlistments to Be Delayed. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
News of the capture of Aguinaldo arrived here 
too laté to be considered officially, although 
the President was informed of it, Offictals 
who have speculated as to the possible out- 
come of Funston’s enterprise have never 
sought to depreciate its importance. 

Aguinaldo has been the insurrection, and 
his capture surely means peace. It was pe- 
culiarly true in the Philippines that the ma- 
jority of the little brown men fought with 
but little idea of, the principles involved, 
but because they “knew that somewhere in 
| the mountains one of themselves was order- 
‘ing them to fight. When Funston’s mission 
was announced the experts at the War depart- 
ment expressed their personal opinions that 
Aguinaldo’s capture meant the actual end of 
the rebellion. It was also feit that the end 
| of the fighting would also result in a better 
feeling here in thiscountry. . 

Aguinaldo is guilty of the crime of high 
treason. He is, however, a prisoner of war, 
if Funston hascapturedhim. He can be con- 
victed without difficulty, and the penalty is 
death. It is not believed, however, that he 
will be punished beyond a temporary im- 
prisonment. Jefferson Davis, after car- 
\rying on a bloody war for four years was 
practically pardoned. 

It is assured that Aguinaldo will be impris- 
oned long enough to stamp out the insur- 
rection, and then he will probably be given a 
fair chance to become a peaceful ward of the 
nation. His capture is likely also to have an 
important effect in delaying the enlistment 
of soldiers for the maximum army. Few of 
the army men here expected Funston to suc- 
ceed, but they predicted that if he did cap- 
ture Aguinaldo he would be entitled to and 
would receive the thanks of Congress, the 
highest honor possible, and with it a com- 
mission of high rank in the regular army. 

The capture of Aguinaldo is a source of 
great satisfaction to the President and his 
advisers. Coming so soon after the surren- 
ders reported by General MacArthur of 
prominent Filipino officers and the success- 
ful establishment of civil local government 
by the Taft commission they feel that the 
end of the rebellious warfare fn the islands 
is near at hand. ; 

With the expected collapse of further op- 
position, which it is confidently believed will 
follow, the hope is expressed that it will not 
be necessary to maintain such a large stand- 
ing army in the islands as is now contem- 


plated.

Captures Spanish Garrisons. : 

The Spanish garrisons in the smaller places 
were captured one by one by his forces and 
the rich booty of the convents was divided 
among the provincial leaders and the cen- 
tral administration. Aguinaldo assumed the 
titles of President of the Philippine Republic 
and Dictator and on July 5 appointed a Cab- 
inet, in which Balbomero was Minister of 
War and Public Works, and Leandro Ibarra, 
Minister of the Interior, and Mariana Trias, 
Minister of Finance. He issued on Aug. 6 
a declaration of independence, and an ap- 
peal to the foreign powers to recognize the 
belligerent rights of the revolutionary gov- 
ernment. He asserted that the revolution 
dominated the Province. of Luzon and the 
capital city, that government was adminis- 
tered by the revolutionary authorities, that 
he had a regular army of 30,000 combatants, 
and held 9,000 Spanish prisoners of war. In 
various public declarations he intimated that 
the United States representatives had recog- 
nized him as a military ally and had formally 
codperated with him against the Spaniards. 


Demands Recognition by America. 

Aguinaldo then made a series of demands, 
promising to withdraw his troops to certain 
limits close to the city provided that Genera! 
Merritt agreed to give him certain convents 
in Manila, consult him about all civil ap- 
pointments, permit Filipno solders to enter 
the city at will with their arms, and to con- 
fine the occupation to the city only, no Amer- 
ican being permitted to leave its limits with- 
out permission from him. | 

For several days after the surrender of 
Manila the Spanish soldiers in the city on 
the eastern and northern sides remained at 
their posts to cojperate with the Americans 
in keeping out the insurgents, who made 
‘{neffectual attempts to break through the 
lines. The Filipinos held the water works 
supplying Manila, and only by threats were 
they induced to give up possession. 

On Sept. 8 General Otis demanded that the 
Filipino soldiers leave the suburbs of Manila, 
and Aguinaldo at length complied, to avoid 
a collision. Later, fearing®that the Amer- 
icans would cut his lfnes of communication 
and hem in his forces south 6f Manila, he 
evacuated Cavite, Bacor, and other posts 
and established his headquarters at Malolos. 


Island of Luzon but in Mindoro, Panay, 
Zebu, Leyte, and Samra. Theinsurgent sol- 
diers, undisciplined and without training 
during the siege of Manila, were afterward 
put through a severe course of, drill and 
schooled in imitation of American methods 
until they attained a remarkable proficiency 
in ordinary evolution and the manual of 
arms. 

In January, 1899, General Otis appointed 
a commission to confer with a similar body 
to be appointed by Aguinaido, the purpose 
being to arrive at a mutual understanding 
for the settlement of the differences between 
the Americans and the natives. This com- 
mission failed to agree after several pro- 
tracted sessions, and by the erd of January 
the native feeling against the United States 
had been worked up to such a pitch that 
Aguinaldo could listen tomo reasonable prop- 
osition. 

First Gun of the War. : 

Such were the conditions at Manila at the 
beginning of February, 1899. The first shot 
of the war was fired by Private Grayson of 
the Nebraska regiment on the evening of 
Feb. 4, 1899, at 8:30. A strict order, issued 
by General Otis, which had been confirmed 
by Aguinaldo, was in force to the effect that 
no Filipinos should be permitted to pass 
through the American lines after nightfall. 
On the night in question a Filipino soldier, 
followed by several others, came from the 
insurgent lines and approached the American 
pickets, failing to stop after repeated orders 
to halt. Grayson fired and killed the soldier, 
when the latter’s companions opened fire, 
which the Nebraskan promptly returned. 
Within an hour there’ was firing along the. 
entire line from Tondo to Malate. The Amer- 
ican forces acted on the defensive, but during 
the three following days they assumed the 
offensive and drove the Filipinos from thelr 
intrenchments and secured possession of all 
the adjacent suburbs of Manila, including 
the water works at Santolan. In these three 
days’ engagements about 13,000 American 
troops were opposed by 20,000 Filipinos. 

The losses to the United States forces in the 
three days’ battles were four officers and 
fifty-five men killed and eight officers and 207 
men wounded. The Filipinos’ losses were 
estimated at 2,000. 


‘Aguinaldo Proclaims War. 
On the 4th of February Aguineido issued 
a proclamation, in which he said: 
“ T order and command: 
‘1. That peace and friendly relations with 
the Americans be broken, and that the latter 
be treated as enemies, within the limits pre- 
scribed by the laws of war. 
“2. That the Americans captured be held 
as prisoners of war. 
“8. That this proclamation be communi- 
cated to the Consule, and that Congress or- 
der and accord a suspension of the constitu- 
tidnal guarantee resulting from the declara- 
tion of war.” 
On the 10th of February the enemy gath- 
ered in considerable force between Manila 
yand Caloocan, intending to attack the capi- 
tal and incite an uprising. 
On the 11th General Miller captured Iloilo, 
the capital of the Island of Panay and seat 
of the so-called government of the Visayan 
federation, no casualties being reported. The 
total losses around Manila reported up to 
Feb. 11 were 57 killed and 215 wounded. 
For a few days active operations ceased, 
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planned further operations. On the 15th of 
February the rebel government issued an 
order for the assassination of all the for- 
eign residents of Manila, but the plot was 
discovered and frustrated. On the 14th, 16th, 
17th, and 20th an engagement took place 
between the forces under General King and 
the insurgerits near San Pedro Macati, in 
which the latter were driven beyond Guada- 
loupe. 
Try to Burn Manila. 

On the 22d the enemy made an attempt to 
burn Manila, and a disastrous conflagration 
was_the result. It is singular to notice that 
only such portion of the city was destroyed 
as Was peopled by the Filipinos themselves, 
and thousands of them were rendered home- 
less, while property owned by them and 
valued at $1,000,000 was destroyed. 

March 13-19 General Wheaton, with his 
command—the Twentieth and Twenty-second 
United States Infantry, Second Oregon, First 
Washington, and a squadron of the Fourth 
United States Cavalry, with Scott’s Battery 
of the Sixth Artillery—made a movement on 
Pasig. He captured Guadaloupe, Pasig, and 
Pateros, and explored the entire country to 
Cainta and Taytay on the north and Taguig 
on the south. The enemy had a force of 2,000 
at Pasig, and their loss in killed and wounded 
was considerable, besides 350 prisoners. Of 
this advance General Otis reported that it 
was “‘ the greatest victory since Feb. 5.” | 

Barly in March General MacArthur com- 
menced his campaign against Malolos, the 
Filipino capital. The movement began by 
an advance to the north toward Palo and 
Novaliches, with a fank movement to Mari- 
quina and Banta. The entire route was oc- 
cupled by the enemy and the advance was 
a succession of victories. Malinta was taken 
on the 26th of March. An effective stand was 
made by the enemy about a mile from Malo- 
los, where the intrenchments were strong, 
and it was here that the Nebraska regiment 
had a hard fight and sustained severe loss. 
The works were carried, and when the capital 
was entered on the 3ist of March by the Mon- 
tana regiment it was found to have been 
evacuated, Aguinalio having moved his gov- 
ernment to San Fernando and fired the gov- 
ernment buildings upon his departure. Sub- 
sistence valued at $1,500,000 was captured 
at Malolos. — 

About the Ist of April, 1890, the Philip- 
pine Commissioners appointed by the Presi- 
dent issued a proclamation from Manila 
to the Filipinos declaring the intentions 
of the United States government regarding 
the islands. 


Rebel Leader Asks a Truce. 

On April 28 Aguinaldo sent Colonel Manuel 
Argueles, a member of General Luna's staff, 
to ask of the commissioners a truce and an 
end of hostilities. He was sent back with 
the message to Aguinaldo that General Otis 
asked absolute surrender. On the 24 of May 
Argueles returned with new instructions, 
but no result was reached. On the 18th of 
May Aguinaldo notified the commission that 
he was about to send another committee to 
treat for peace, and a week later General del 
Pilar, Gracio Gonzazo, Colonel Alberto Bar- 
retto, and Major Zealcite, who were fo act 
wth Florentino Torres, Pablo Ocampo, and 
Thedor Yanco, residents of Manila, came to 
meet the Schurman commission. A number 
of lengthy consultations followed, but as the 
Filipinos had no power to act nothing result- 
ed from the conferences. . 

Santa Cruz was the next objective point, 
It is the principal town at the eastern ex- 
tremity of Laguna de Bay, forty-eight miles 
from Manila, and its capture was assigned to 
General Lawton, who had 1,500 men, con- 
sisting of detachments from the Fourteenth 
Infantry and Fourth Cavalry, the North Da- 
kota and Idaho regiments, and 200 sharp- 
shooters, together with Hawthorne’s moun- 
tain battery. The troops left on April 8, and 
were towed in canoes through the lake, ac- 
companied by three army gunboats, which: 
shelled the woods-as the troops advanced 


contested by the Filipinos, but the tows 
carried with a loss of ten Painted The 
detachment returned on the 17th, having 
taken several other places besides Santa 
Cruz, but the distance from Manila was so 
great that no garrisons were left to hold 
places. 


Capture of Yorktown’s Crew. 

On the 12th of April the gunboat Yorktown 

arrived at Baler, on the Paéific coast of 
Luzon, for the purpose of rescuing a number 
of Spanish troops which were besieged at 
that point. The commander of the York- 
town Sent a cutter with fourteen men under 
command of Lieutenant J. Cc. Gilmore to 
ascertain whether there was a sufficient. 
depth of water to enable the Yorktown to 
enter the mouth of the river. The cutter 
went beyond the protection of the York- 
town's guns and was attacked by the natives 
and captured with all on board. 
On the 25th of April the advance on San 
Fernando was begun by General MacArthur. 
The enemy was intrenched at Calumpit, to- 
ward which Hale’s brigade made an advance 
on the right bank. of the Quingan, while 
General Wheaton’s troops moved along the 
left. A reconnoissance by Major’ Bell 
brought on the battle. The outer trenches 
were carried, and on the 27th the town itself 
was occupied. The place had a population 
of about 10,000, and is the center of the 
fertile rice area. 


Funston Swims River Under Fire. 
On the 4th of May General MacArthur ad- 
vanced on San Fernando, which he captured 
on the Sth, General Hale with two battalions 
of the Fifty-first lowa and a Hotchkiss gun 
attacking the garrison and driving it out of 
the place. Aguinaldo was disinclined to fight 
with his army and retreated here as else- 
where after making a sharp resistance to the 
American advance. General Lawton’s com- 
mand returned to General MacArthur’s lines 
on the 24th of May, having marched 120 
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300,000 bushels of rice, with 4 lots of oniy 
six killed and thirty-five wounded As the 
rainy season was approaching its worst stage 
General Lawton was recalled to Malolos 
This ended the campaign north of Manila 
for three months, but in the meantime Gen. 
eral Lawton conducted a campaign against 
the insurgent forces still remaining fm ths 
districts east and south of Manila. _ In this 
campaign the Province of Cavite was cleared 
of insurgent forces and the rebellion prac 


tically cutintwo. 
MacArthur’s Long Campaign. 

It was not until Aug. 9 that General Man 
Arthur resumed operations north of Manis 
against the forces commanded by Aguitalip 
in person. He set out upon an expediting} 
Angeles, one of the richest places in i 
district. His forces consisted of the Fifth. 
first Iowa, the Ninth, Twelfth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Twenty-seventh, and Thirty. 
third regulars and a part of the Fourth Cav- 
aly, together with fifteen guns. The right 
was commanded by General Wheatonmand the 
left by General Liscum. Bacolor Was cap 
tured. The army then moved on through the 
mud, knee deep in many places, to Angeles, 
where itarrived onthe l6th. Here theenemy 
was strongly intrenched, but the place was 
captured with a loss of two killed and twelve 
wounded. The capture of Angeles left Mac- 
Arthur im control of the territory from 
Candaba to Angeles, thence to Porc, inelud- 
ing Santa Rita, Guayua and Bacolor. 


Absolute Surrender Demanded. 

The campaign in northern Luzon procest- 
ed with varying success until Oct. 1, 1% 
when a message came to General Otis from 
Aguinaldo, saying that the insurgent lead- 
er desired peace and wished to send a com 
mission to discuss terms. General Otis Tt 
plied that under no circumstances could Bt 
recognize Aguinaldo’s government. He o& 
fered, however, to meet as individuals aly 
envoys Aguinaldo chose to send. This ended 
the incident and the campaign was renewed, 

On Oct. 7, 1880, Aguinaldo in a proclams- 
tion authorized thd Philippine soldiers in the 
northern provinces to return to their homes, 
saying: 

‘In America there is a great party that in- 
sists on the government recognizing Filipine 
independence. That party will compel the 
United States to fulfill the promises made te 
us in all solemnity and good faith, though 
not put in writing.”’ a4 

General Otis pushed the campaigt vigor- 
ously during the month of October, and on 
| Nov. 1 started an expedition to San Fabian, 
twenty miles from Dagupan, the northern 
terminus of the redjroad running north from 
Manila. San Fabian wae captured on Noy, 
9, and Tarlac, the temporary insurgent cap 
itad, fell into American hands on Nov. &% 
Aguinaido and his government abandoning 
the place. Aguinaido escaped with a small 
bodyguard in the direction of Bayombong, 
in the Province of Nueva Viscaya. General

Moves Filipino Capital.

‘There is no city in the United States 
which has made such a record for crime— 
open crime—as Chicago has in the last four 
years.

Only Rent Going On. 

“ When I came into the hall I met an old 
friend and asked him what was going on,’’ 
he said.

LYMAN LEWIS JOINS RANKS. 


Mayor of Chicago by a liberal majority. 
There is no longer any doubt in my mind as 
to the result of this election.” 

This statement wags made last night by 
John M. Smyth after the Republican Cam- 
paign committee had canvassed fina! returns 
of the house-to-house canvags made in every 
voting precinct of the city. Every report 
said there were large concessions of voters 
to Judge Hanecy from the Democratic ranks. 

“The reason I-am so confident,’’ said Mr. 
Smyth, ‘is that I have found a satisfactory 
answer to the question: ‘ Is Carter Harrison 
any stronger now than Samuel Alschuler, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, was 
last fall?’ Mr. Alschuler carried the city 
by 7,000 votes. It was the first time in years 
that a man of his race had been nominated 
for the office of Governor, and many Repub- 
licans enthusiastically supported him, both 
because of this fact and because of his splen- 
did public record. Then the Republicans 
faced the issues of trusts and imperialism 
and laboring men on the City Hall pay rolls 
were agitating the sentiment which raged 
among their followers, especially with refer- 
ence ine former problem. 

This$year this agitation is not a factor, 
Judge Hanecy will have the votes of the 
Republican laboring men to a man, and 
thousands of Democrats who are dissatis- 
fied with the conditions that have existed 
during the last Harrison administration. 


Brewers Object to Blackmail. 

“ The brewers are opposed to the blackmail 
which has been levied on them by the present 
administration simply because they conduct 
saloons. There is one man on the West Side 
who conducts a most respectable saloon, yet 
he had been forced to pay $15 each week to 
prevent the police from causing trouble at 
his place. Men who have conducted respect- 
able places and who have ever respected the 
laws have been forced to pay money like the 
basement dives and other disreputable places 
which have been allowed torun for ‘ tribute.’ 
These men want an end put to this system. 

Policemen are tired of the manner in 
which they have been blackmailed for polit- 
ical funds,’’ continued Mr. Simyth, ‘“‘and 
used as political tools: Here, too, Judge 
Hanecy will receive great support. The Bo- 
hemians, naturally Democrats, are with him, 
as are the Polish-Americans and thousands 
of other foreign-born citizens. 

‘The alleged traction bills introduced in 
the General Assembly by Democrats show 
the desperate tactics to which they have been 
compelled to resort. They have sought to 
provide an ante-election scare.” 

Mr. Smyth and other Republican leaders 
pointed to the recent passage by the City 
Council of a franchise allowing the Metropol- 
itan Elevated railroad.to extend its tracks 
three miles beyond the Forty-eighth avenue 
terminal, as showing that Mayor Harrison 
had “‘ played false "’ to his franchise declara- 
tions. 

‘* Here no compensation was demanded, 
and Mayor Harrison had the ordinance 
amended,” said Mr. Smyth. “It went 
through with every effort being made to 
keep attention from it.’’ 


Lyman Lewis for Hanecy. 
Lyman Lewis, former Assistant Chief of 
Police, declared for Judge Hanecy during 
the day, and is working actively in his in- 
terests. The civil service examination by 
which Mr. Lewis was put out some months 
ago and Assistant Chief Ptacek installed 
was the target of a fire of criticism at the 
time, and charges were made against Mayor 
Harrison and other municipal officials of un- 
fairness in favor of political henchmen. 
‘‘T am opposed to Carter Harrison because 
of his jugglery of the civil service law,”’ said 
Mr. Lewis. ‘“‘ He has sought, too, to make 
the Police department a political tool. The 
men on Chicago's police force are as fine a 
body of fellows as any city in the world can 
claim, They would be just as efficient, too, 
if the department was properly directed. 
*‘In my oase, even before the examination 
was held, Ptacek boasted to his friends that 
he would be made Assistant Chief because 
his political backers, fellows who had‘ pulls’ 
with Harrison, had promised him the place. 
“Harrison allowed him to take the place, 
and when my friends objected the sole answer 
they got from the Mayor was that he didn’t 
see ‘why Lewis had a kick coming,’ as he, 
Harrison, had rewarded me by keeping me 
for three years as Assistant Chief. It would 
seem that Mr. Harrison thinks the places 
in the department should not be filled by men 
who have good police records, but should be 
given as rewards to those who have helped 
him or who can help him to reélection. This 
is only one instance of merit law jugglery.”’

HANECY TO PROTECT PEDDLERS 


Committee Appointed at Recent Mass- 
Meeting Calls on Him and Is 
, Pleased at Answer. 


The special committee appointed at the 
indignation meeting of the Jewish peddlers 
last Sunday at Rochester Hall to protest 
against inefficient protection on the part of 
the police in Chicago from the attacks of 
hoodlums and thugs met Judge Hanecy at 
the Hamilton club yesterday afternoon to get 
an expression from him of what his policy 
would be should he be elected to the Mayor- 
alty. The committee was headed by Henry 
Weissenbach, and was more than pleased 
with the reply of the Republican candidate 
for Mayor, who stated that he would see 
that law and order was enforced and that 
every Jewish peddler should have the free- 
dom of the city without fear of being molest- 
ed or abused.

Judge Elbridge Hanecy last night ampll- 
fied his previously expressed views regard- 
ing the traction question, which has become 
an important element in the campaign. Rep- 
resenting a number of independent voters 
Victor M. Harding, 79 Dearborn street, had 
written to the Judge asking him to epecify 
hts actions regarding street railway matters 
in the event of his election. Judge Hanecy 
replied promptly, and, in order to clear up 
any remaining misunderstanding in the 
minds of the voters, gave out the text of his 
answer. It is as follows: 

** Chicago, March 27.—Victor M. Harding, 
Esq., 79 Dearborn street, Chicago—My Dear 
Sir: I regret very much that your letter did 
not reach me personally. It seems that It 
was opened at my headquarters and not pre- 
sented to me for reply until today. 

“‘Im my platform and speeches I have de- 
clared what I will do on the traction ques- 
tions. I will compel the traction companies 
to pay to the people full and fair compensa- 
tion for the privileges they have or may get 
im the streets of Chicago. 

** No franchise will be granted for a longer 
period than twenty years. 

**I will compel the traction compantes to 
furnish better facilities and more of them for 
the public. 

‘“*I will compel the traction companies to 
give transfers to carry the passenger to his 
| destination for one fare. 

“I will compel the traction companies to 
give to the people lower fares. 

“As Mayor I will veto any ordinance that 
does not give to the people these rights. 

‘“*In the present state of our civil service 
and of public affairs generally I am not in 
favor of immediate municipal ownership. 
The object of municipal ownership is to give 
the people the best service at the least ex- 
pense to them. Municipal ownership would 
make many places for political adherents of 
the administration in power, but this does not 
commend itself to the people. If the city 
has the right to reguiate and lower fares 
the chief object of municipal ownership is 
attained without any of its risks or uncer- 
tainties. 

“That the city has the power to regu’ate 
fares was determined in Rogers Park Water 
Company vs. Fergus, decided by me in 1898. 
After a full hearing of that case I held that 
the City Council had the right to say what 
rate the water company should charge its 
customers for the water furnished—in other 
words, to fix the fair and reasonable com- 
pensation for the service given. That case 
went to the Supreme Court of this State and 
my decision was affirmed by that court in 
1889. This morning's papers state that the 
Supreme Court of the United States has 
just passed upon this case, which was 
brought to it from the Supreme Court of 
IHinois by writ of error, and that the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of Illinois and 
my judgment were affirmed. That decision 
finally settles the question of the 
right of this city to regulate the 
charges of corporations receiving fran- 
chises from the city. I trust that you 
will have time to examine the opinions of 
the Illinois and federal Supreme Courts in 
this case... In my opinion this decision more 
fully and finally defines and settles the 
powers and limitations of the people and cor- 
porations in relation to public utilities than 
any Other case, and is more important to the 
people and more far reaching than any other 
decision of modern times. 

‘*I believe that the above answers the 
questions you ask; if not, I shall be glad to 
give you further information at any time. 
Yours truly, ELBRIDGE HANEcY.”’ 


HANECY USES “ADAMS ” AS TEXT 


Declares the Dive Shows the Insincerity 
of Mayor Harrison’s Efforts to 
Stamp Out Vice. 


Judge Hanecy made specific his charges 
of insincerity on the part of Mayor Harrison 
and the administration, in speaking toa large 
audience last night at the People’s Institute, 
Van Buren and Leavitt streets. He had been 
asked to give names the night before when he 
said tribute was levied upon dives and 
saloons. Last night he pointed to the 
‘‘ Adams,” at Wabash avenue and Adams 
sireet, and asked his hearers if they knew 
that it remained open in spite of the fact that 
the license Was withdrawn and the proprietor 
held for violation of the law. 

“What has Harrison been doing to give 
you a clean administration anda clean city?’ 
asked Judge Hanecy. ‘ There was a sudden 
activity awhile ago, but was itsincere? How 
many of you know that ‘ The Adams,’ one 
of the worst of the down-town dives, is still 
open?’ > 

Judge Hanecy had the finest audience at 
the People’s Institute that has greeted him 
in his evening trips about the city. It was 
composed partly of well-dressed women, who 
took an active part in the applause. Tothem 
he said: 

“On you rests a great responsibility in 
this campaign. This is a campaign in which 
you as mothers are interested for the wel- 
fare of your sons and daughters, and it be- 
hooves you to see that all the men you know 
vote on the right side. You have seen the 
city defamed in the closing year of this ad- 
ministration. It is getting so that people 
traveling through the country from east to 
west and back avoid Chicago. Merchants 
are beginning to go elsewhere to buy goods, 
for they are afraid of a city where the streets 
are given over to criminals and vicious men 
and women. You are to have part in redeem- 
ing the city from these conditions.”’ 

The Judge spoke at only two meetings, the. 
first being a large meeting composed mostly 
of German-Americans, held in the West Side 
Turner Hall, 762 West Chicago avenue. This 
is Alderman Fowler's ward, and enthusiasm 
was divided between the two candidates. 

Judge Hanecy’s announcement of his trac- 
tion policy made a hit there. “I shall stand 
for continuous rides from one part of the 
city to another, with the proper transfers,”’ 
he said. 

‘“That’s the stuff!" That’s what we 
want!” and other expressions of approval 
were heard in all parts of the house. 

“The highest tribunal in the United 
States,’ said Judge Hanety, “ has just de- 
cided that the city has a right to enforce 
ordinances regulating fares and transfers. 
I shall stand for lower fares and proper com- 
pensation for the use of the streets.’’ 

When Judge Hanecy remarked that he was 
subordinate to no ring and had asked none 
of the party bosses to nominate him, some 
one replied, “ Yes, but they did.” “ They 
did,” retorted the candidate, “and they did 
it because they saw the handwriting on the 
wall, which told them the people of the City 
of Chicago were about to express them- 


selves.” 


TRACTION TALK BY MAYOR 


SUBJECT OF SPEECHES IN NORTH- 
WEST PART OF CITY. 


Harrison Addresses Five Audiences, 
Saying Hanecy’s Promise of Early 
Settlement Shows Lack of Knowl- 
edge—Woman Evokes Cheers by 
Pinning Flowers to His Coat—Max 
Heidelmeier Denounces Reports of 
His Alleged Attack on a Woman. 


Five halls in the northwestern part of the 
city were visited by Mayor Harrison, and 
in two of the places large audiences had 
gathered. At the North End Turner Hall, 
Clybourn and Southport avenues, the candi- ; 
date on entering the hall was presented with 
a bouquet by an enthusiastic woman, who 
insisted upon fastening the flowers to his 
coat lapel. The act was loudly cheered by 
the spectators, but the woman evidently was 
frightened by the demonstrations and hur- 
riedly retired to a seat im the rear of the hall. 

At Bennett's Hall, East Ravenswood park 
and Wilson avenue, 800 people had assem- 
bled, and to them the longest speech of the 
evening was delivered. The Mayor said in 
opening that the entire campaign was un- 
exampled for malicious vilification and falsi- 
fication by the Republican candidates, and 
the charges were due to Mr. Harrison's fight 
to save the streets from being taken by 
corporations. 

** The fight for the interests of Chicago has 
been fought and won,”’ he continued. “‘ Now 
it is for the voters to say whether the fruits 
of their victory shall be turned to dead sea 
apples. The preparation of the Republican 
leaders for a possible victory is shown by 
the introduction in the Legislature of what 
at first sight looks to be another Allen bill, 
contingent upon their success next Tuesday. 


Franchise Question Difficult. 

‘“‘Judge Hanecy says that if he is elected’ 
the franchise matters will be settled within 
four months, and by that assertion shows 
that he doesn’t know enough to carry him 
out of the primer of the question. He ap- 
parently is too anxious to settle it. Had I 
desired at any time in the Jast four years 1 
could have settled the matter in twenty- 
‘four hours, but it would not have been ina 
manner conserving the best interests of the 
people of Chicago. 

“The lowering of the tunnels, quoted by 
Judge Hanecy, has nothing whatever to do 
with the settlement of the franchise ques- 
tion. The tunnels today are as much the 
property of the traction companies as the 
power-houses from which their rolling stock 
is operated. he only time they are used 
by a citizen, except when passing through 
on a street car, is when some reckless bicycle 
rider scorches through them, and after they 
are lowered, as‘they will be, the grade will 
be too steep for even a scorcher. Asa factor 
in the compensation for franchises their low- 
ering is not worth the snap of a finger, any 
more than the building of additional power- 
houses would be.”’ 

At Jung’s Hall, Belmont and Lincoln ave- 
nues, 300 persons were addressed. The trac- 
tion issues were again discussed. 


Speech by Max Heidelmeier. 

Inspector Max Heldelmeier was in the mid- 
dle of an impassioned speech denouncing 
the published versions of*his arrest by a 
constable on the charge of assault and bat- 
tery when the Mayor entered. The candi- 
date motioned for the Inspector to continue, 
and declarations of his chivalry and peaceful 
nature were thundered forth by tke police 
official, who declared that 1,000 persons had 
asked him questions during the day about 
his arrest. 

The Mayor followed, and said he believed 
the official had not committed the assault of 
which he was accused, 


TALK OF HARRISON AVALANCHE. 


Robert E. Burke and Assistants Say the 
Majority Will Be 100,000—Mayor 
to Speak on Monday. 2s 


“It will be an avalanche, not a majority. 
What does that mean? Well, about 100,000 
votes to the good for Harrison.” 

This was Robert E. Burke's prediction as 
to the outcome of the Mayoralty fight when 
Democratic leaders had “ rounded up” and 
made another survey of the situation last 
night. They offered no support of this claim 
other than “reports show it will go that 
way.” 

Mayor Harrison is to continue his canvass 
until within a few hours of the opening of 
the polls on Tuesday. Instead of closing his 
campaign with the big open-air meeting on 
State street on Saturday night he will make 
his last bid for votes at Sheridan Hall, Clark 
street and Lunt avenue, on Monday night. 
Here he is scheduled to meet residents of 
Rogers Park, Argyle Park, and Edgewater, 
who have organized a ‘‘citizens’ movement ” 
in his interest. Mayor Harrison and Genera! 
W. C. Newberry will speak tonight at the 
Democratic headquarters in the Twenty- 
first, and the following supporters of Honoré 
Palmer for Alderman will speak in his be- 
half: Franklin MacVeagh, former Judge 
John Barton Payne, Arthur J. Eddy, Robert 
Cary. 

Copies to the number of 375,000 of a letter 
written by Mayor Harrison are being pre- 
pared and tomorrow each voter in the city 
is to receive one of these documents. Judge 
Hanecy’s plain statement of his franchise 
platform is disregarded by the Mayor, who 
again charges the Republican candidate with 
‘‘dodging the traction question, the para- 
mount issue of the campaign.”’ 

At noon the Mayor addressed the employés 
of the retail store of Marshall Field & Co. 
from a dry goods box in Holden court. Fifty- 
one publishers, who have offices in Dearborn 
street, sent him notice of formal indorse- , 
ment in the afternoon, and other organiza-

COURT SETS FREE 4 
LLOYD J. SMITH. 


Holds Indictments Against 
Warehouseman Fail to 
Charge Offense. 


HE IS ONLY AN EMPLOYE, 


Under Law Principal May Be 
Liable to Punishment for 
Illegal Shipments. 


FRIENDS FILL COURTROOM 


Lloyd J. Smith was released yesterday from 
the five indictments charging him with ship- 
ping grain from the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany’s warehouse without cancellation of thé 
receipts. Mr. Smith’s petition for release on 
a writ of habeas corpus was granted by 
Judges Chetlain, Dunne, and Gibbons, wise 
agreed that since the indictments declared 
Mr. Smith to be a “ certain warehouseman ~ 
and not a “ public warehouseman ” he could 
not be punished under the public warehouse 
act. 

The decision practically puts an end to thew 
proceedings against Mr. Smith. The indietiws 


ments standing against him are virtue by 
quashed, and it was as much as concedeqiy 
the State’s Attorney’s office that no new 3 . 
dictments would be sought before the grau7s 
jury, which adjourns this week. In one 
the decision shifts all responsibility for vi 
lation of the statute from Mr. Smith to nail 
sell Sage, George Gould, and the other owners 
of the Chicago Elevator company. ee 

Judge Chetlain read the decision before Sag 
audience of the defendant’s friends, whicues 
fairly filled the courtroom. Its import wae 
not fully comprehended until the Judge Bad 
nearly concluded the reading, and then it 
was difficult for the bailiffs to preserve tie 
dignity of the court. Mr. Smith, his wits; 
and his attorneys were surrounded by those 
who had congratulations to offer.. The At 
torneys, James T. Brady and P. H. O'Dome= 
nell, who raised the point on which the order 
of release was based, found special satisfac= 
tion Im the ruling of the court. 


Vital Defect in Indictment. 


After reviewing the case at considerabisé 
length the decision points out the vital defect 
in the indictment in the following language; 

“In the indictment it is alleged not thay 
the relator was a public warehouseman DUE 
that ‘he was a certain warehouseman—te 
._wit: general manager of a certain pubiie 
warehouse.’ If relator was a private Ware= 

houseman as distinguished from a pubile 
warehouseman he cannot be punished under 
the public warehouse act.” 

The court accepts the definition of a “ pu—S 
lie warehouseman”’ as given in the 
submitted by the attorneys’for the State, 
be one “ who stores property of another for 
compensation,” but does not agree that Bt 
Smith Is to be classed as such. 

On this point the decision is as follows: 

** Accepting this definition of the constitt. 
tion and of the State’s Attorney as a correcs 
one, does the indictment in this cause charge 
the relator with the commission of any 
crime? It is alleged under the videlicet thas 
‘he was ‘ general manager of a public wares 
house.” A’ general manager does not store 
property of another for compensation. As 
this court understands the position of a Mane 
ager, his compensation is paid by his emi. 
ployer, to wit: the person or corporation Wag 
owns or operates the warehouse. He canaee 
and does not, without treachery to m- 
ployer, receive compensation from indivigs 
uals or corporations who store their grain i 
warehouses. Moreover, as heretofore pointed 
out, the penal clause of the statutes applies 
to ‘any warehouseman of any public ware= 
house,’ and not to managers, agents, lessees, 
or employés thereof.’’ 


Indictments Declared Void. 


The final paragraph of the decision which 
orders the release of the defendant is as 
follows: 

“It Is an elementary principle of the law 
that every essential fact necessary to be 
proved in either criminal or civil cases must 
be pleaded, and the fact that it is not ab 
leged in any of the indictments that defend= 
ant is a public warehouseman and as such 
procyred a license must be accounted for 
on the theory that no such license existed and 
that Smith was the general manager of the 
Chicago Elevator company, as alleged. This 
would of itself render the indictments void 
and any prosecutions under them of noavail” 

Lloyd J. Smith was indicted on Aug. 4, 1900) 
on the charges stated, there being six counts 
against him. Three days later Governor Tan- 
ner removed him from the Lincoln Park com-@ 
riission. His first trial ended in a disagreé= 
ment on Sept. 29, the jury voting 11 to 1 for 
conviction after fifty-nine hours. The sece 
ond trial began on Oct. 25 and ended in an 
acquittal on Nov. 4.

NEW DAY ISSET 
FOR ADJOURNING. 


Senate at Springfield Would 
Have the Session End 
on May 3. 


ALL EAGER FOR FINISH. 


Both Houses Agree to Hold No 
Meetings on Tuesday Because 
of Elections. 


DAY IN THE LEGISLATURE. 
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The Illinois Legislature is rehearsing its 
ewan song, and the indications are that it 
will sing it on May 3 or earlier. Last night, 
when the House passed ‘the resolution for 
a sine die adjournment on April 26, it was 
expected that the Senate would concur, and 
that its action would settle the matter. This 
morning it became noised about that Senator 
Small and his friends were preparing to 
amend the public resolution by making April 
19 the date.. As Senator Campbell believed 
this date too early for the completion of the 
business of the Assembly, he decided to 
forestall Senator Small, and he introduced 
an original resolution, fixing May 3 as the 
day. This was adopted by the Senate by a 
viva voce vote and was sent to the House, 
together with a resolution providing for an 
adjournment on Friday of this week until 
Wednesday of next week. 


Speaker Holds Back Resolution. 
When the resolutions reached the House, 
the one providing for the adjournment until 
after the election was concurred in, but 
Speaker Sherman dryly remarked that the 
other one would lie on the Speaker’s desk 
for the present. Some day next week it will 
be taken up. It may be amended, but if it 
is the chances are that the time will be less- 
ened rather than extended. 

Following the adoption of the resolution, 
fixing the date for adjournment, the usual 
motion to reconsider will be made, and the 
string will be hung beyond the reach of the 
legislators by a motion to postpone. It is 
expected that these motions will be made 
by Representative Scrogin, who ably per- 
formed a similar service two years ago, and 
materially assisted in the early adjournment 
of the Assembly. 

The Senate reconsidered the bill abolishing 
the office of State Architect, which it passed 
yesterday, the vote today being 27 yeas to 
18 nays. The Dill was not so much leveled at 
the office as against R. Bruce Watson, who 
holds the position. The revergal of form is 
said to be due to a plan to allow Mr. Watson 
to retire and save the office, which is a good 
one, for some other man. 


Other Work in the Senate. 


The repeal of the Case garnishment law 
was made a special order for tomorrow morn- 


ing. 

The Senate will tomorrow pass the House 
bill giving cities authority to purchase sites 
for library buildings. 

Juul’s bill providing for the appointment of 
an inheritance tax attorney and a clerk in 
Cook County was sent to the third reading, 
and his bill reéstablishing the 5 per cent limit 
of taxation will be considered on second read- 
ing in the morning. 

Townsend's bill providing for the assess- 
ment of State banks in the same manner as 
national banks was sent to the third reading. 


New Measures Introduced. 


Among the more important bills intro- 
duced in the Senate were the following: 

By Hunt of DeKalb—Permitting women to vote 
at and participate in town meetings. 

By Fort of Woodruff—Appropriating $5,000 to 
bring the Dorothea from Philadelphia to Chicago 
for the use of the Illinois Naval Militia. 

By Fuller of McHenry—Providing that foreign 
surety companies shall deposit $100,000 before 
being permitted to do business in the State of 
lllinois. 

Also, a bill providing that, where official bonds 
are signed, the sureties shal! first list their prop- 
erty with the County Clerk, who shall keep a 
record of such schedules. 


Proceedings in the House. 


The Humphrey Senate bill designed to aid 
Oak Park to organize into a village failed to 
pass the House this afternoon with the 
emergency clause, receiving only 92 votes. 
It needed 102. It was then passed without 
the emergency clause, and if approved will 
not take effect until July 1. 

The Crerar Library bill was advanced to 
third reading in the House and will be passed 
tomorrow. 

The House bill appropriating $5,000 for a 
monument to the memory of Captain Adams 
and others who were killed by Black Hawk's 
warriors at Stillman’s Run, Ogle County, in 
1832, was passed by the House. 


Important Laws Proposed.

By Farnum of Cook—Providing that a guardian 
may make @ mortgage loan falling due beyond 
the minority of the ward, the term of the loan to 
be not more than five years, if such loan be ap- 
proved by the court. 

By Craig of Knox—Amending the law in rela- 
tion to the National Guard by providing that of- 
ficers shall receive $1 and enlisted men 25 cents 
for each weekly drill attended during the year, 
the total number not to exceed fifty; that officers 
and enlisted men of troops and light batteries 
furnished horses shall receive $1 for each horse 
furnished for each drill; that they shall be al- 
lowed $1.50 per day for such horses and forage 
when furnished for encampments not exceeding 
ten days in one year. 

By Erickson of Cook—Providing that primary 
élections shall be held under the same condi- 
tions as*‘general elections and with the same elec- 
tion officers. The same name is to appear only 
once on one party ticket and for one office only. 
The expenses of the election are to be defrayed 
by the assessment of candidates, $50 for each 
candidate for nomination for an office to be filled 
at a general election and $26 for each candidate for 
a city office. 

By Kettering of Cook—Providing that no school 
employés except teachers shall participate in the 
teachers’ pension fund.

TRIAL OF JUDGES NEAR AN END. 


Impeachment Case in North Carolina 
Progressing Toward Final De- 
cision at Raleigh. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 27.—[Special.]—The 
arguments in the impeachment trial of Su- 
preme Judges Fuches and Douglas were not 
concluded today. Attorney Osborne spoke un- 
til 4 o'clock and then C. B. Watson took up 
the case again for the prosecution. 

In answer to charge that the Judges were 
partisan, Mr. Osborne said he was the At- 
torney General of the State in 1895, and knew 
better than any one else how grandly and 
bravely Judge Furches sat on the bench 
and saved the State from disgrace of political 
control of asylums and other non-political 
offices. He said he was a member of the 
Legislature of 1899 and drew some of the 
acts the court had construed away, and he 
did not claim infallibility in Judgment or pur- 
pose for that body. 

C. B. Watson alluded to Osborne as having 
turned State’s evidence against the Demo- 
cratic Legislature of 1899, and said that out 
of all the lawyers on the side of the defense 
the one Republican lawyer, Judge Bynum, 
was the only one who had not held up to scorn 
the Democratic Legislatures of 1899 and 1901. 
He said claim that people were against im- 
peachment was an old trick.

MUCH PROPERTY IN DANGER 
FROM SPRING FRESHETS. 


Rivers in Several States Out of Their 
Banks and Hundreds of Factories 
Are Compelled to Suspend Operations 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 27.—[Special.] 
~—Grand River rose nine inches during the 
day, and at 8 o’clock tonight had reached 
the high water mark. Fifty large factories 
located along the river have been obliged 
to shut down, owing to flooded boiler-rooms, 
and hundreds of men are temporarily thrown 
out of employment. Acres of land are under 
water in resident districts above and below 
the business part, and hundreds of houses 
are surrounded by from one to three feet of 
water. In a number of cases families have 
been obliged to vacate their homes. Reports 
from up the river, however, indicate that the 
water has reached its height, and will prob- 
ably recede unless heavy rains set in. 


PLEADS INTENT TO MURDER. 


Nathan Powell, Aged 60, Declares in 
Court It Was His Purpose to 
Kill J. E. Kelly. 


Eau Claire, Wis., March 27.—[Special.] - 
Nathan Powell, who shot Joseph E. Kelly 
twice with a rifle near Augusta, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Wilcox in this city to- 
day on the charge of assault with intent to 
kill. *‘ Are you gullty or not guilty?” asked 
the magistrate. ‘‘ I am guilty,” replied Pow- 
ell, ‘‘ it was his own proposition that I should 
co that if he did not do as he agreed.” 

The prosecuting attorney and the justice 
reminded Powell, who had no lawyer, of the 
seriousness of the case, but Powell persisted 
in saying he was guilty and intended to kill 
Kelly. He says Kelly swindled him on a 
horse deal in Minnesota two years ago and 
owed him money. 

Powell came from Split Rock, Shawano 
County, to the farm where Kelly was work- 
ing yesterday morning, deliberately fired two 
ehots into him, and walked away. Powell 
walked thirty miles to Eau Claire and gave 
himself up at the county jail. He is a smooth 
faced, gray-headed man of 60. Kelly is in 
the hospital here and will probably recover.

TRACTION BILL. 


Kettering Introduces Measure 
to Regulate Street Rail- 
ways of Chicago. 


MAKES A FIXED DIVIDEND 


Companies Allowed No More 
Than Ten Per Cent on Actual 
| Investment. 


SPONSORS ARE NOT CLEAR. 


The traction question bobbed up in Spring- 
field yesterday in an unexpected form. Rep- 
resentative A. J. Kettering of Chicago intro- 
duced a bill to compel companies organized 
under its provisions to turn over all profits 
in excess of a 10 per cent dividend on the 
capital stock to the City Treasury every six 
months. It also limits the capital stock to 
an amount equal to tangible assets and pro- 
hibits the Issuing of bonds in excess of their 
value. The bill is to apply to counties of the 
third class. Cook County is alone in that 
class. 

Another bill that made its appearance, with 
Representatives Crafts and Senator Dunlap 
as it sponsors, seeks to regulate the owner- 
ship of ‘‘ public service industries.” Municipal 
ownership, in a limited form, is allowed. In 
Chicago the bill is generally regarded as 
vicious. 

The Kettering bill came as a surprise to 
those interested in the traction question in 
Chicago, and no one seemed able to explain 
just whatinterests, if any, are responsible for 
its introduction. Tacked on at the end of the 
bill is a provision that no franchises shall 
be granted to any company unless it be or- 
ganized under the act. This provision is 
supposed to be designed to meet the ex- 
igencies which will present themselves when 
the franchises of many of the roads expire 
in 1903. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

There are six sections to the bill. The 
first provides that each applicant for a fran- 
chise shall furnish a sworn statement of the 
tangible assets, not including the franchise, 
of the company, and that no franchise shall 
be granted to a corporation whose proposed 
capital stock at par exceeds the value of its 
tangible assets. 

The second section provides for am exam- 
ination by the State Auditor of the tangible 
assets at least every six months, and pro- 
vision three sets forth that, if he finds the 
capital stock in excess of assets, he shall 
order them reduced, and if his request be 
refused shall proceed to annul the franchise. 

Around sections 4 and 5 hang the provision 
that the dividends shall not exceed 10 per 
cent of the capital stock, and none shall be 
paid while any bonds secured by the prop- 
erty shall be outstanding and unpaid. The 
rest of the bill deals with the payment of 
all excess of dividends over 10 per cent on 
the capital stock to the city as compensation 
for its franchise. 


Measure Generally Opposed. 

“ This bill is like many others brought up 
by those not acquainted with such matters,”’ 
eaid Alderman M. J. Forman, chairman of 
the Street Railway commission. “ It entire- 
ly misses the point. What we want is better 
service. Compensation and capitalization 
are secondary. This bill does not mention 
these points and we are merely trading com- 
fort and decent treatment for a small sum 
of money. 

“I believe in limiting the capital and get- 
ting as good compensation as possible—and 
this bill is for that purpose—but we cannot 
afford to do so at the expense of a good trans- 
fer system, good rolling stock, and decent 
rails. The city must have control and so reg- 
ulate these matters. The bill does not men- 
tion this, the most important feature.’’ 

“The whole bill appears to be the work of 
one ignorant in business methods,’’ said Mr. 
D. G. Hamilton, President of the City rali- 
way system ‘It is contradictory and does 
not alter the present situation. No one can 
estimate assets of any company, and a com- 
pany just organizing has none. All its pro- 
visions can be easily evaded and yet ob- 
served. I would not fear to organize under 
it, and would not object to it were it in force.” 

John M. Roach, President of the Unton 
Traction company, laughed, ‘but refused to 
make any statement concerning the bill other 
than that he had not seen it before it wasin- 
troduced. 

George C. Sikes, secretary of the Streot 
Railway commission, considered the bill too 


vague. 


Public Service ”’ Bill. 


The bill regulating the ownership of “‘ pub- 
lic service industries was introduced imthe 
House by Crafts, and by Dunlap in the 
Senate. 

The term “ public service industry,” as 
used in the bill, is stated to include all utili- 
ties owned by a municipality or operated or 


or under a contract made with a thunicipal- 
ity. The bill does not prohibit the corpora- 
tions operating under its provisions from 
uniting into one corporation. It limits the 
terms of leasing to thirty-five years, with 
the provision that at the close of every ten 
years contracts may be abrogated by the 
municipality. It also permits the municipal- 
ity to operate its own plants, but only when 
all private corporations have refused for a 
period of not less than two years to furnish 
the same service at thesame cost. 

The bill met with general opposition in 
Chicago last evening. Many considered it a 
vicious measure. 


Will Attend Hearing. 
At a meeting called yesterday morning by 
Chairman Foreman of the Street Railway 
commission it was agreed that as many mem- 
bers as could would attend a joint meeting of 
the Senate Committee on Municipalities and 
the House Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, which has been set for next Wednes- 
day afternoon at Springfield to consider the 
bill the commission has been busy in fram- 
ing during the last year. Those who will 
attend are: Aldermen Foreman, W. F. Breh- 
nan, Mavor, and Raymer, Secretary Sikes, 
Corporation Counsel Walker, and a repre- 
sentative to be appointed by Mayor Harri- 
son. They will hold a session before the joint 
meeting of the committees to plan their ac- 
tion. 
It is expected the representatives of the 
Union Traction and Chicago City railway 
companies will also attend. 
Tne chief features of the bill upon which 
the hearing will be given relate to municipal 
ownership, the reférendum, publicity of ac- 
counts, and overcapitalization. 
In connection with municipal ownership the 
bill is unique in that it provides that no bonds 
shall be issued against the credit of the city 
for the purpose of constructing or acquiring 
street railways, but that such bonds shall be 
a lien only on revenues and the property cov- 
ered by them. At this hearing it is thought 
the Kettering bill will also be considered. 
The joint meeting of the House Committée 
on Parks and Boulevards and the Senate 
Committee on Municipalities will be held to- 
day, and the four bDilis of the Special Parks 
commission appointed by Mayor Harrison are 
to be taken up. Last night the delegation 
started for Springfield to support the bills.

BILL BEFORE LEGISLATURE CON- 
VEYS LAND TO CITY. 


Chicago Authorized to Give Long Lease 
 ¢@ Company Which Will Build the 


Become Owner When Investors’ 
Money Is Earned in Rentals or at the 
Latest Fifty Years After Construc- 
tion—Governor’s Appointments. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill., March 27. 

“An act to convey to the City of Chicago 
certain submerged and reclaimed public 
lands, with power to lease the same,” .is the 
title of a bill introduced in both Houses of 
the General Assembly today. 

Behind it is the project of the Chicago 
Commercial association to erect a $2,000,000 
palace of industries in the Lake Front Park. 
A delegation composed of Fred W. Upham, 
Colonel E. C. Young, H. H. Gross, and W. 
H. Chadwick, representing that organiza- 
tion, brought this measure to Springfield yes- 
terday And formulated the necessary pre- 
Hminary arrangements last night to get it 
before the lawmaking bodies. It was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator Campbell, 
in the House by Representative Mueller, and 
is now with the Committees on Municipalities 
and Municipal Appropriations respectively. 


Gives Boundaries of Tract. 


The property this measure proposes to con- 
vey is thus described: 

“ All submerged and reclaimed land which 
is bounded on the north by the north line of 
Monroe street extended, on the east by the 
new harbor or dock line of the United States 
government established in 1890, on the 
south by the north line of Jackson street ex- 
tended, and on the west by the east line of 
the right of way of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company.”’ 

The bill provides that as soon as the asso- 
ciation gets back the money invested in the 
improvement the whole thing, meaning the 
proposed palace of industries, shall be 
urned over to the city. It also stipulates 
hat the city shall become the owner at the 
end of fifty years, whether the invested cap- 
ital is all earned or not. |

Professor Biles, referring to the propor- 
tionately lighter draft of American ships, 
said it was impossible to say what could be 
left out in the construction of British ships 
when they were said to have the same dis- 
placement as American ships, notwithstand- 
ing their lighter armament. The Admiralty, 
he added, furnished the information. 


RUSSIA HONORS AMERICAN DEAD 


Bodies of United States Marines Re- 
moved for Shipment Home Guarded 
by the Czar’s Soldiers. 


PEKIN, March 27.—The bodies of six 
American marines who were killed during 
the siege of the legations and buried in the 
Russian Legation were removed today for 
shipment to the United States. In addition 
to the American troops in Pekin, the Monoc- 
acy, Commander F. M. Wise, sent a detach- 
ment of marines to be present at the dis- 
interment. 

The courtesy of the Russians deeply moved 
all the Americans. Two Russian companiecs 
participated in all the ceremonies. The Rus- 
siane guarded the disinterred bodies all night 
and rendered all the Russian military honors 
to the dead. . 

General Chaffee wrote to M. de Giers an 
expression of his feelings and of the feelings 
of the officers and men of the entire com- 
mand. M. de Giers, referring to the incident, 


“It was only natural. The Russians and 
Americans fought side by side during the 
siege and were virtually brothers.”’ 

It is recalled that in the case of an Amer- 
ican marine, who had done duty beside a 
Russian soldier, and who was buried with- 
out a coffin, the Russian, with the tears 
streaming down his face, leaped into the 
grave and arranged the earth as a rest for 
the head. Those who were present say it 
was a most affecting scene. 


PURSUE BOERS FOR TWO DAYS. 


Command Kept Up Running Fight 
Until Horses Gave Out. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
LONDON, March 27.—In a dispatch to the 
War office, dated March 27, General Kitch- 
ener reports that the British casualties in 
the recent action between General Babing- 
ton’s command and the Boers were two 
killed and seven wounded.

Thirty dead 
on their side have been accounted for. The 
pursuit being rapid, more casualties are 
likely.

The pur- 
suit was continued until the British horses 
were exhausted.

WILL NOT SCARE MOROGCO 


LEAVE TANGIER. 


State Department at Washington De- 
cides to Make No Display of Force in 
Order to Compel the Sultan of the 
North African Country to Apologize 
for Apparent Disceurtesy to the 
United States — Believed All De- 
mands Will Be Met. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—Secretary 
Long today cabled an order to Admiral Rod- 
gers, on board the cruiser New York, at 
Tangier, to proceed at once with that vessel 
to Manila. 

This is an abandonment of the plan to have 

the New York convey United States Consul 
General Gummere from Tangier to Mazar- 
gan in the attempt to collect American 
claims. 
It is the purpose of the State department 
to endeavor to adjust these claims and other 
outstanding issues against Morocco without 
any show of force and in the ordinary prac- 
tice of diplomacy. 

It is said that the United States Consul 
General, who had conceived that obstacles 
were purposely placed in the way of his ac- 
cess to the court, has received assurances 
that the actual reason for the departure of 
the court from Morocco was to pay a long 
due visit to another section of the country. 
It also was promised that the court would 
return within a month or six weeks, and 
would receive Mr. Gummere probably even 
at Mazargan, thus obviating the necessity 
on his part for an overland journey to the 
capital. 

In this view of the case and the New York 
being badly needed in the East to take the 
place of the Newark as a flagship, it was 
decided to let the vessel proceed at once on 


its voyage. 


Demand for Apology Waived. 
It was the original purpose of the State 
department to demand an apology of the Sul- 
tan of Morocco for an apparent discourtesy to 
the United States, committed by the Sultan’s 
Grand Vizier and his Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. At the same time Consul Gummere 
was to request the Sultan to settle certain 
claims of the United States, long pending 
egainst the government of Morocco. 
These claims arose largely from alleged un- 
due interferences by officials of the Sultan 
with American citizens doing business in 
Morocco. These claims have been ignored by 
the Sultan. When Mr. Gummere said he 
would see the Sultan personally on the mat- 
ter of these claims he was told by the Sul- 
tan’s Grand Vizier and his Minister of Foreign 
Affairs that any such effort would be useless, 
as the Sultan would remove himself and his 
Ministers from their capital, Morocco City, 
if the American Consul General attempted to 
visit them there. 
This discourteous statement constituted the 
offense for which the Moroccoan government 
was to have been asked for an apology. 


Morocco Slow to Pay. 

The United States government experienced 
some difficulty.and delay last year in secur- 
ing the payment of $5,000 from the govern- 
ment of Morocco for the latter’s failure to 
make any attempt to punish the leaders of 
a mob which burned and killed the natural- 
ized citizen Marcus Ezequ! at Fez last June. 
After considerable correspondence on the 
matter and after the United States had 
threatened to send a warship to Tangier the 
government of Morocco paid the money. 


MENACE TO SULTAN’S THRONE. 


Arab Rebellion Favored by the Young 
Party—Many Arrests in 
Constantinople. 


LONDON, ‘March, 27 .—Advices received 
here from Constantinople are to the effect 
that affairs are rapidly reaching a dangerous 
pass there. 

There is no doubt that the Ottoman troops 
received a severe check at the hands of the 
Arab insurgents, who, in a manifesto de- 


 pouncing the Sultan, proclaimed his brother,

Mohammed Reshad Effendi, to be Sultan, 
with the title of Mohammed V. 

The young Turks party have adhered to the 
Arabian proclamation, and the open enmity 
to Abdul Hamid, the Sultan, has spread to 
the palace and the Sultan’s advisers. Izzet 
Bey is said to be preparing for flight. The 
patrols of Constantinople have been doubied. 
Mohammedans and Christians are arrested 
hourly, and large numbers are daily shipped 
to Asia Minor. 

Turkish finances are in an inextricable con- 
fusion. All government salaries are from six 
to eight months in arrears. Upward of a 
million Turkish pounds are due for war ma- 
terial, while the military expenditure is daily 
increasing, in order to cope with the rebellién 
in the Province of Yemen, in southern Arabia, 
and the possible rising in Macedonia. 

The tension between Bulgarians and Mus- 
sulmans in Macedonia is extreme. It is re- 
ported that another band of marauders has 
crossed Bulgaria into Macedonia. 


GIVES TERMS FOR ISLAND SALE. 


Danish Government Said to Have Com- 
municated Conditions to Be 
Complied With. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

LONDON, March 28.—The Copenhagen cor- 
respondent of the Daily News claims to have 
the best authority for the statement that the 
government has communicated to the United 
States the following conditions under which 
it will sell the Danish West Indies: 

First—The sum of $4,000,000 shall be paid to 
Denmark. 

Second—The population shall decide wheth- 
er they will remain Danish or be transferred 
to the United States. : 

Third—If the inhabitants vote to be trans- 


ferred they shall immediately become not only 


Americans subjects but citizens. 

Fotrth—That the products of the islands 
shall be admitted into the United States duty 
free. 


DEATH FOR FILIPINO CRIMINALS 


General MacArthur Approves Sentences 
Passed by Court-Martial on 
Mando-Ducat Leaders. 

MANILA, March 27.—General MacArthur 
has approved the sentence of the military 
commission which tried the leader of the 
Philippine secret society known as the 
Mando-Ducat, who murdered Quisimbing, 
native President é6f the Town of Calamba, 
on Bay Lake, and took his head to the head- 
quarters of the insurgent General Cailles of 
that district. 

Five of the ringleaders of the Mando- 
Ducats were sentenced to be hanged at 
Calamba on April 5, one to imprisonment 
for life, and four others to imprisonment for 
twenty years. _ 

Captain August Macmanus of the Thirty- 
ninth Volunteer Infantry, who effected the 
arrest and secured the conviction of these 
Mando-Ducat leaders, has been highly com- 
plimented for his work. 


BETTER GUARD FOR THE KAISER. 


Police in Plain Clothes and Bicycle Rid- 
ers Quietly Dressed Added to 
Usual Bodyguard. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

BERLIN, March 27.—In consequence of the 
attack upon the Emperor at Bremen new 
measures have been adopted for the protec- 
tion of his Majesty. Hereafter plain-clothes 
police instead of uniformed officers will line 
the routes over which he passes. His body- 
guard will wear ordinary police helmets in- 
stead of plumed hats. Four bicyclists quietly 
dressed will accompany the escort, two on 
each side. These bicyclists are now seen daily 
practicing up and down Under den Linden, 
where they ride at a fast pace. 


Life Insurance in Germany. 
BERLIN, March 27.—The Imperial Insurance 
department reports that 17,000,000 persons are 
now insured in Germany.

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MARTIAL LAW FOR CZAR, 


HEATED DEBATE IN 8ST. PETERS- 
BURG OVER SOLDIER RULE. 


M. de Witte Opposes the Proposition 
and It Finally Goes Over After Cir- 
cular Is Sanctioned—Said That the 
Government Has Decided to Make 
Concessions to the Students—Story 
of Execution for Insubordination— 
Meeting of Sympathiszers. 


@T. PETERSBURG, Tuesday, March 26.— 
It is reliably reported that at a Ministerial 
committee meeting held in the presence of 
the Grand Duke Vladimir, commander of the 
St. Petersburg garrison, the proposal to place 
the capital under martial law, should the in- 
dications presage further difficulties, was 
heatedly debated. 

M. de Witte, the Finance Minister, was en- 
ergetically opposed to the establishment of 
martial law, owing to financial reasons, not 
to mention the disastrous effect which it 
would have on industry, commerce, and the 
committee’s standing with foreign capital- 

. The committee, accordingly, sanctioned 
the circular issued by the Minister of the In- 
terior. | 

A Ministerial council has been called for 
Friday at Tzarskoe-Selo. 

The examination of the 1,150 political pris- 
oners is now being conducted in secret by the 
police. 

Thirty-six prisoners, who were arrested as 
leaders of the student movement before the 
last riots, probably”will be released from 
custody tomorrow, and will be excluded from 
the university for different periods, 

It is said that the government has decided 
to make unofficial concessions to tke stu- 
dents, and accordingly the military regula- 
tions against student agitators will be set 
aside for the present, although there will be 


no public announcement to this effect for 


some time. 

The prisoners will not be drafted into the 
army. That is one of the results of the Min- 
isterial meeting. 


More Students in the Army. 

BERLIN, March 27.—The Vorwaerts pub- 
lishes “inside news’ from Russia that the 
number of students enrolled in the army is 
still increasing and now exceeds 2,000. 

According to the same authority an ex- 
student named Piratoff, who was enrolled, 
was executed on March 22 in Kieff because 
of insubordination, and two former students, 
Rybakoff and Lanzetnik, will be tried for a 
similar offense. 

The Tageblatt’s St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent says the recall of Count Muravieff- 
Amoursky, Russian Military Attaché at 
Paris, has been ordered and that the Rus- 
sian Ambassador to France, Prince Ourous- 
soff, probably soon will be recalled. 


Rome Students Cause Trouble. 

ROME, March 27.—A band of university 
etudents today, disappointed at not being 
able to give a reception to Count Tolstol’s 
son, who had previously left his hotel, at- 
tempted to make a demonstration in front 
of the Russian Embassy, but were dispersed 
by the police. 


New York Sympathizers Meet. 


New York, March 27.—Three thousand peo- 
ple were crowded into the new Irving Hall 
tonight at a mass-meeting of Russian sym- 
pathizers. Vliadimir Stalechnikoff, a Russian 
nobleman, who presided, said that he wanted 
ii understood the he and his colleagues are 
opposed to violence.

STAMP SHORTAGE CONTINUES. 


Orders Given to Work Overtime in the 
3 Printing Office During Month 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.}— 
An orgier was issued from the Treasury de- 
partment today directing the postage stamp 
division of the Bureau of Wngraving and 
Printing to continue overtime work during 
the next month. This action is taken to 
avoid the threatened shortage of stamps.

Architect Cobb Is Quoted as Say- 
ing New Plan Avoids De- . . 
lay in Work.

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.)— 
Secretary Gage today gave out a statement 
in response to resolutions adopted by the City 
Council of Chicago in relation to the Chi¢ago 
building. The statement, which is accom- 
panied by another from Architect Henry I. 
Cobb, speaks for itself and is as follows: 

.“ This department is today in receiptof the 
preamble and resolutions adopted by your 
honorable body, which reads as follows: 

“* Whereas, The Chicago federal buildipg was. 
‘intended to be a radical departure from the general 
type of government structure, and its architec- 
tural design provides for an adornment and finish 
of highest artistic excellence; and 

re ereas, It is charged that the monolithic col- 
-umans, the great ornaments of the four facades, and 
the dome of the building are either substituted by 
sectional columns or cut out of the plans, and that 
the @nish of the granite surface, designed to re- 
flect the best skill of the granite cutter, has been 
changed to an ordinary dressing, below the stand- 
ards required for ordinary buildings; and, ; 

Whereas, It ie represented that these changes 
are not demanded by any exigency of circum- 
stances or from any disposition of the general 
government to economize on the cost of the struc- 
tures; therefore, be ft 

** Resolved, That the City Council of Chicago 
hereby’ petitions the honorable Secretary of the 


Treasury to insist upofi the enforcement of the |- 


specifications that will preserve the artistic char- 
acter of the building as originally planned; and 
be it further 

“ Resolved, That a copy,.of the preamble and 
resolutions be forwarded by the.City Clerk to the 


Secretary of the Treasury. 
Promises-an Artistic Building. 

“The first article in the preamble ex- 
presses truly the purpose of this department, 
which was and is to design and construct 
a federal building in Chicago of the highest 
artistic excellence. 

“Tt is true, as stated in the second para- 
graph of your preamble, that it has been 
found necessary to substitute columns in 
sections for the monolithic columns which 
were originally contemplated. 

“ Two important reasons operated in favor 
of this substitution. The first reason was 
the ascertained certainty that the monoliths, 
if insisted upon, would involve serious delay 
in the final completion of the structure. The 
second reason was the prohibitory notice 
served upon the contractor by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, in Chicago. F 

“While thig modification has been made 
it is believed that it will not materially de- 
tract from the finish and high artistic ex- 
cellence of the exterior of the building. In 
this connection I beg to call attention to the 
Parthenon, at Athens. Of that building the 
Century encyclopedia says: ‘ In refinement 
of design and perfection of execution this 
structure has never been paralleled.’ 

“In the American encyclopedia it is said: 
‘The Parthenon was built in the best period 
of architecture and under the inspiration of 
the highest genius in art.’ 

** Nevertheless the magnificent columns 
surrounding it and imparting to it the high- 
est elements of classic beauty were not 
monoliths, but were composed of eleven sec- 
tions, one superimposed wpon the other. 


Not Lowering the Standard. 


**In response to the further expression in 
the second paragraph of your preamble, 
wherein the suggestion is made that the 
change in cutting the granite surface brings 
the work ‘ below the standard required for 
ordinary, buildings,’ I quote from a report of 
the architect: 

“* No changes have been made that are in 
any way detrimental to the best practical and 
artistic results, the sole object being to.pro- 
duce a building that will have the best possi- 
ble exterior and interior for the $4,000,000 that 
has been appropriated for the complete struc- 
ture.’ 

** It is, of course, to be kept in mind that the 
beauty and grace of theinterior ought to cor- 
respond to the style and nobility of the ex¢ 
terlor, and apropos to this I make a further 
quotation from the architect’s report: 

*** The work so far completed and contract- 
ed shows a saving of $239,603.58 from my 
original estimates for the exterior of the 
structure; all of which becomes available 
from the appropriation to perfect the inte- 
rior—for which contracts will be let during 
this year so that the work will continue un- 
interruptedly.’ 

“I beg to add on behalf of this department 
that the pride and interest felt by its officers 
in making the new building in Chicago an 
edifice worthy of the city and honorable to 
the government cannot be surpassed by the 
desires of any member-of your honorable 
Council, or by the hopes and wishes of the 
citizens whom you have the honor to repre- 
sent. 

“* In conclusion, I submit herewith a copy of 
a report made by the architect In charge, un- 
der date of March 21. If this report covers 
more ground than your resolutfons contem- 
plate, it may, nevertheless, be of interest.’’ 


Statement by the Architect. 

Mr. Cobb’s statement covers the entire his- 
tory of what has been done in connection. 
It is addressed to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and says: 

“Pursuant with your verbal instructions 
I have the honor to herewith submit the fol- 
lowing brief report on the Chicago building. 
March 12, 1896, I was appointed architect 
with the understanding that the site should 
be turned over to me and cleared of the old 
building in one year. Sept. 16, 1896, plans 
and estimates for the proposed building were 
approved by J. G. Carlisle, then Secretary of 
the Treasury; the Postmaster General, and 
the Secretary of the Interior, the committee 
appointed by Congress. 

** Aug. 4, 1897, the contract for the founda- 
tion was let to McArthur Bros. for $208,453. 

“‘ Sept. 16, 1897, the wrecking company not 
having completed the removai of the old 
building, being in fact several months in ar- 
rears as to time, an arrangement was made. 
to give McArthur Bros. $2,000 extra for com- 
pleting the wrecking contract and taking 
the site as it stood. 

“ Sept. 16, 1897, a reduction of $3,000 was 


ing the thickness of some of the layers of 
stone, which in no way affected the efficiency 
of the foundations. 

“ April 7, 1898, contract for the general con- 
struction of the exterior was let to John 
Peirce for $1,987,000, which was $124,277.98 
less than the estimate. By the terms of the 
contract he was to have access to the prem- 
ises immediately, and the foundations were 
to be completed and the site turned over to 
him on July 1, 1898. But owing to delays it 
was not until Oct. 28, 1898, that the founda- 
tions were completed at a total cost of 
$207 453, which was $1,000 less than the con- 
tract and $19,365.60 lessjhan the estimate. 


Turned ‘ver to the Contractor. 
that date—to wit: Oct. 28, 1898— 
foundations and site were finally turned 
over to John Peirce, general contractor for 
the superstructure. From then until last 
November, as is notorious, the work was 
seriously hampered by strikes and labor 
troubles. Since November, 1900, nothing has 
been spared to push the work with all pos- 
sible dispatch. Comparatively little work has 
been done on the structure, as nothing could 
be gained thereby, all energies having been 
directed to producing the granite, which was 
far behind the other departments of the 
structure. 

“In order to facilitate the work, an agree- 
ment was made on Feb. 28 last by which 
the contractor utilizes not only the Mount 
Waldo granite and plant but Mosquito

“In working out the details of the build- 
ing, as is always the case in large structures, 
many modifications for the benefit of the 
building and the government have developed, 
in anticipation of which the following clause 
was put in the contract: 

“*The architect shall have the power to 
make any changes in the construction, or 
‘additions, or deviations from the plans and 
specifications he may think desirable or nec- 
essary during the progress of the work 
without in any respect varying this agree- 
ment or impairing its force, and in the event 
of any such addition or deviation from the 
plans and specifications such further time 
shall be allowed for the completion of the 
work as the architect shall decide, and such

tracted from the amount of the contract 
price according to agreement or to the 
schedule. No extras or additions or deduc- 
tions of any kind shall be recognized or al- 
lowed, unless the same shall have been ex- 


and payment for the same expressly agreed 
to in writing.’ 


Permits Changes in the Plans. 

“ Since any modification in the contract re- 
quires the acceptance of the sureties, invglv- 
ing considerable time and trouble, I have 
adopted the method of accumulating the 
changes that develop, notifying the con- 
tractor to make the changes, the price to be 
adjusted later. Thus, on Oct. 3, 1898, changes 
that materially benefited the bullding and 
resulted in a net saving to the government 
of $63)000 were adjusted. For instance, I 
found upon investigating Mount Waldo gran- 
ite in use that a better effect would be pro- 
duced with a * pointed’ instead of a ‘cut’ 
surface for the rusticated portions. I also 
found that the same effect’ was gained by 
reducing the fineness of the cutting of some 
of the upper portions of the building. These 
changes in cutting, which were in no way 
detrimental to the building, and enhanced its 
beauty, saved about $40,000. 

“‘In the contract itself the right is re- 
served with the government to omit a number 
of enumerated items and receive stipulated 
amounts for such omissions, among which 
are the carving in the tympani and the letter- 
ing on the frieze. I decided the building 
would look better with plain surfaces in 
these places, and reduced the cost of the 
work in the sum of $13,904.80, stipulated for 
in the contract. 

‘The postoffice officials recommended that 
the four main skylights be raised one story, 
at a saving in cost of about $10,000. Since 
then unimportant modifications have been 
made which, I believe, to be in the interest 
of the structure and a gain in economy. , 

“The original plans called for large col- 
umns in one piece, weighing about seventy- 
five tons each. At the time the contract was 
made I had serious doubts as to the advisa- 
bility of trying to get such stones, and in- 
serted in the contract a stipulation that the 
columns might be entirely omitted and an 
alowance made of $10,000 each. 


One-Piece Columns Impossible. 

** Last November, when the granite cut- 
ters’ strike had been finally adjusted, I went 
over the whole granite situation and had the 
granite inspector visit several quarries and 
report on the possibility of securing such 
stone on time. He reported that only one 
quarry in New England could probably pro-

“ From which it was evident that there was 
a strong probability of a clash between the

Economy in Modifications.

in my opinion is an advantageous settlement 
for the government. 


‘* Modifications adjusted to date show a 
net saving to the government of $95,960, 
which I hope will be materially increased 
before the building is completed 

‘No changes havé been made that are in 
any way detrimental to the best practical 
and artistic results, the sole object being to 
produce a building that will have the best 
possible exterior and interior for the $4,000,- 
‘000 that has been appropriated for the com- 
plete structure. 

“The work so far completed and contract- 
ed shows a saving of $239,603.58 from my 
original estimates for the exterior of the 
structure, all of which becomes available 
from the appropriation.to perfect the in- 
terior—for which contracts will be let dur- 
ing this year, so that the work will continue 
uninterruptedly. 

‘From a careful investigation of the con- 
ditidn of the work and the plans laid out by 
the contractor it is safe.to estimate that the 
building, except the dome, will be under roof 
next January, and the dome completed as 
soon thereafter as the weather wil) permit.”’

Situation in 1876. 


He continued: 

“In 1876, thirty-two years after the dis- 
continuance of efforts on the part of Great 
‘Britain and Venezuela to fix by agreement a 
Jine which should divide their possessions.

‘of negotiations for that purpose, by the fol- 
‘Jowing conditions:

Sudden Boom for the Milwau- 
_ kee Board of Trade Is 
Explained. 


BARRED OUT OF CHICAGO. 


Speculators Anxious to Resume 
Business of Dealing in 
Privileges. 


EFFECT ON TRADING HERE. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 27.—[Special.]}— 
The largest number of new members ever 
elected in one day since the organization of 
the Chamber of Commerce was elected to- 
day. Twenty-six names came before the 
members at the meeting at noon, and all 
were elected. Twenty-three of these were 
residents of Chicago, who came here as a 
consequence of the restricted trading con- 
ditions and laws in that city and the free 
trading here. 

The applicants elected today were: Charles 
Counselman, W. H. Bartlett, J. A. Patten, 
Alexander Geddes, E. F. Leland, G. A. Seav- 
erns, G. A. Seaverns Jr., H. E. Rycroff, H. H. 
Peters, J. F. Harris, John Dupee, 8. C. Scot- 
ten, C. B. Congdon, Theron Ware, A. I. Val- 
entine, G. E. Marcy, J. F. Bartlett, E.. H. 
Phelps, E. F. Leland, W.-B. Ellis, C. A. 
Weare, John Geddes, all of Chicago, and F. 
J. Rodee, E. Cohn, and George K. Knowles 
of Milwaukee. Mr. Knowles was a member 
of the board years ago, but transferred his 
membership. 


Another List on Saturday. 


On Saturday another list of four will be sub- 
mitted for action. They are: E. B. Birken- 
wald of Milwaukee and James Pettit, E. M. 
Northrup, and R. B. Evansof Chicago. Sev- 
eral more applications have been made, but 
will not be posted in time to take action on 
Saturday. 

No new memberships were sold today, 
though thefe were a number of inquiries for 
them from Chicago, and bids were made at 


$190 against $190 net the seller to $200 asked. 


Members of the Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce are apparently allowing their en- 
thusiasm and their hopes to color the actual 
facts in predicting the results of the move- 
ment of Chicago grain traders to the Cream 
City. The Milwaukee operators and papers 
assert that nearly 200 Chicago Board of Trade 
firms will move there permanently, thereby 
helping the city as well as improving the 
business on the Milwaukee bourse at the ex- 
pense of Chicago. 


Rush Is Néarly Over. 


As a matter of fact only thirty-six member- 
ships in the Milwaukee Exchange have been 
bought by Chicago men up to date, and the 
rush seems to be over for the time being. 
And the movement, while it will be a distinct 
advantage to the Milwaukee Exchange, 
threatens injury to the Minneapolis Chamber 
of Commerce rather than to the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 

In its present aspect the movement is an 
attempt on the part of Chicago houses to 
regain control of the trade in privileges, 
which was of immense proportions before 
that species of gambling, illegal under the 
laws of Illinois but long folerated, was 
stopped by the present reform administra- 
tion of the board by making it ‘legal under 
its own rules. Trading in “puts” and 
‘calls ’’—the privilege of buying or selling 
grain at a certain price on the following day 
if the market reaches such price—languished 


for a time, 
Minneapolis Bids for Favor. 


But Minneapolis began to offer inducement 
for the business, and now an enormous busi- 
ness is done between the two markets. 
Seven private wires are kept busy after the 
official close each day, and Minneapolis 
houses have agents on the local exchange 
soliciting orders. 

From small proportions the Minneapolis 
grain trade has grown until it is sometimes 
10,000,000 bushles a day, the value of mem- 
bership has enhanced from $200 to $1,000, and 
a new building is to be erected. 


Will Increase Milwaukee Trade. 


Chicago commission men are anxious to get 
back the immense privilege trade they have 
lost and are in fair way to do so at Milwau- 
kee, when Chicago grain receipts are made 
deliverable there and Chicago grades con; 
tract. They will handle the business them- 
selves, and while the hedging against privi- 
lege trades will be done in Chicago, instead 
of in Minneapolis, as at present, there will 
naturally be a big increase in trading at Mil- 
waukee. 

One contingency may make the move more 
important. If the Board of Trade should 
pass rules preventing public warehousemen 
from dealing fn grain or cleaning grain, the 
elevator interests, it is asserted, would not 
attempt to qualify as public warehousemen 
here, but would make their hedging sales of 
futures against cash purchases in Mll- 
waukee. 3 

Elevator Men Interested. 


Elevator owners are among the purchasers 
of memberships at Milwaukee and are there- 
by providing an anchor to windward in the 
event of unfriendly legislation at home. 

W. H. Bartlett ef Bartlett, Frazier & Co., 
one of the leaders in the proposed hegira to 
Milwaukee, said yesterday: 

‘*In about two weeks the Milwaukee Cham- 
ber of Commerce will have made the neces- 
sary changes in its rules and we will be under 
full swing there. It is likely to make more 
difference in the amount of trading here than 
members expect. Many of the rules adopted 
by the local board in the last year have re- 
stricted trade arbitrarily and unnecessarily, 
and the privilege of doing business without 
such petty regulations, just as we used to do 
here, will result in building up a big busi- 
ness.”’ 


Weekly Wool Market Review. 


BOSTON, Mass., March 27.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter will say of the wool trade 
tomorrow: The market has increased in activity 
the last week and a large volume of business has 
been transacted, notably in Territories. Austra- 
lian and English and Irish wools and large lines 
of both domestic and foreign wools are under nego- 
tiaitons. One house is reported to have cleaned 
out practically aH of its Territories, amounting 
to 1,500,000 Ibs, and these wools sold at prices 
ranging all the way from 38c to 45c clean. We 
figure the sales for the week at close to 7,000,000 
lbs. There have been purchases of wool not only 
by consumers but also by dealers on speculation. 
Among the consumers who have been buying wools 
the dress goods mills have been conspicuous. They 
have purchased Territories freely. Duplicate or- 
ders for lightweights have continued to come tn, 
a@nd makers of these lines have bought fair 
amounts of wool. The market is no stronger than 
it was and any attempt to advance actual prices 
on the part of holders beyond the level quoted 
last week results in checking business. The sales 
for the week in Boston amounted to 6,022,000 Ibs 
domestic and 975,000 Ibs foreign, making a total 
of 6,997,000 Ibs, against a total of 5,685,000 lbs for 
the previous week and a total of 3,012,000 Ibs for 
the corresponding week last year. The sales since 
Jan. 1 amount to 53,641,900 ibs, against 41,015,000 
ibs for the corresponding time last year.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


SUPPOSED CHANGE IN PLANS OF 
ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Belief Gains Ground That the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis Will Not Be Ac- 
quired, but That Instead the St. Paul 
End of the Chicago Great Western 
Will Be Secaured—Statement of Earn- 
ings of the Santa Fe and Other Lines 
—New Dining Cars Displayed. 


Opinion is gaining ground that the negotia 
tions for the acquisition of the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis railroad the [Illinois Centra’ 
have been abandoned and that Harrimap 
will let the IlMnois Central acquire control of 
the St. Paul end of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railroad, while the southern, or Kansas 
City, line of the latter is to go to the Chicago 
and Northwestern, which for a long time has 
been looking for an outlet to Kansas City. 

The Chicago Great Western would furnish 
the Illinois Central with a much better out- 
let than the Minneapolis and St. Louis. Be 
sides, the Illinois Central has no use for the 
Iowa Central, which has to go with the Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis. 

It is said to be the intention of E. H. Har- 
riman, if he obtains control of the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louls and Iowa Central, to 
turn these roads over to the Chicago and 
Alton and give this line an outlet to St. Paul. 
The Alton can make much better use of the 
Iowa Central and Minneapolis and St. Louis 
than the IlMnois Central. It makes direct 
connection with the Iowa Central at Peoria, 
and in connection with its Peoria branch 
would be a good through line from Chicago 
to St. Paul. 

That the Harriman syndicate is also after 
the Wisconsin Central is generally believed. 
J. P. Morgan and the Rockefellers have had 
a large interest in this road for some time, 
and as they are in close touch with Harri- 
man the latter would need only a small 
amount of stock to give him control. 

Just what disposition is to be made of this 
road no one knows. It would be of little use 
to any of the existing Chicago-St. Paul lines, 
but would give the Northern Pacific an ex- 
cellent outlet from Duluth, Minn., and Ash- 
land, Wis., to Chicago, and Mr. Harriman 
may not be averse to letting J. J. Hill take 
control of it. 

No new developments were noted yesterday 
in the reported Burlington-Northern Pacific 
consolidation scheme. Officials of the Bur- 
lifigton here claim to have no information 


regarding the matter. 


Statement of Earnings. 


The Santa Fé’s statement of earnings for 
February, issued yesterday, makes a fair 
showing. While an increase of over $500,000 
is shown in gross earnings, yet the net earn- 
ings show an increase of only about $150,000. 
The increase in gross earnings is merely an 
apparent one, as the mileage from which the 
income is derived is about 400 miles larger 
now than the mileage for the same month 
last year, with which comparison is made. 
The same cause is responsible for the large 
increase in operating expenses. Following is 
the detailed statement:

JUDGE HANECY SUSTAINED. 

The decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the Rogers Park case was 
a victory for the residents of that part 
of the city. It was also a victory for Judge 


Hanecy, before whom the litigation began | 


which resulted in the establishment of the 
right of the Council to regulate the charges 
of the Bogers Park water works company. 

After ‘the Council had passed in 1897 
the ordinance lowering these charges it 
became the duty of the executive depart- 
ment of the city government to enforce it. 
If litigation was necessary for that pur- 
pose it was the duty of the Corporation 
Counsel to begin and carry on that legisia- 
tion. But the Mayor and his law officers 
were supine. ‘The present administration 
does not believe in the enforcement of or- 
dinances. It calls for too much exertion 
and sometimes bears hard on political or 
personal friends. 

It was left to a private citizen—a resident 
of Rogers Park—to do at his own expense 
what the municipal authorities should have 
done for him. He went into court to enjoin. 
the ‘water works company from molesting 
him because of his refusal to pay illegal 
rates. He applied to Judge Hanecy and 
got what he asked for, although the Supreme 
Court had decided the other way in a case 
involving the same question as to the power 
of municipalities. 

When the matter came before the Supreme 
Court again it reconsidered its previous ac- 
tion and decided that Judge Hanecy’s law 
was sound. The National Supreme Court 
has taken the same view ofthe matter. As 
a consequence, the residents of Rogers Park 
will have to pay less for water—and the 
doctrine that a City Council has power to 
change, when it does not*do so unreason- 
ably, the rates it has once allowed a quasi- 
public corporation to charge, appears to 
have been established. 

Judge Hanecy ought to be peculiarly pop- 
ular in Rogers Park. It is difficult to see 
how Mayor Harrison can get many votes 
there. He was not the man who enforced 
the ordinance passed for their benefit. 


RUSSIA'S COURSE IN CHINA. 

The action of China in refusing to sign 
the Manchurian treaty is an appeal to the 
other powers to come to the aid of China 
against Russia. By this course China risks 
little and will probably gain nothing. Rus- 
sia is already secure in the practical posses- 
sion of Manchuria. It can afford to wait 
indefinitely for the treaty which will con- 
vert its possessory title into a full legal title. 
Tt does not need to go to war with China 
over the rejection of its ultimatum. The 
Czar may be expected to bide his time pa- 
tiently unti] cajolery or slow pressure have 
accomplished the desired end. 

In the meantime there is no probability 
that any other power will interfere. Japan 
would like to do so, but even that fiery little 
nation knows it would be foolhardy to go to 
war with Russia singlehanded. There is 
no other power that shows any inclination 
to fight over Manchuria at present. Ger- 
many has taken a strictly neutral stand 
between Great Britain and Russia. The 
British, who are most deeply concerned in 


the matter, have their hands full in south 


Africa. Their loss of 25,000 men and near- 
ly $500,000,000 in the last eighteen months 
has dulled their appetite for war. They 
have already given up Manchuria to Rus- 
sia, though only a few as yet venture to 
acknowledge the fact in words. The United 
States has done all it intends to do or can 
do. It has filed a clearly worded diplomatic 
protest against such a treaty as Russia has 
been trying to force upon China. 

Some of the London papers are inclined to 
wax satirical because the United States will 
not fight England’s battles in this Chinese 
matter. It is true that Russia has acted 
with some duplicity in verbally agreeing to 
Secretary Hay’s note and at the same time 
actively pushing secret negotiations for the 
kind of treaty which the American note con- 
demned. But the United States has let 
it be understood from the beginning that no 
action of any power in China would be al- 
lowed to draw us into international! entan- 
glements. This nation will not go to war 
with Russia over Manchuria, however much 
England may wish it. It does not matter 
to us who holds Manchuria. With matters 
in this condition it is to be expected that 
Russia will henceforth do exactly as it 
pleases in Manchuria and will ultimately get 
everything it wants in China. If England 
had not got into a fight with the Boers the 
destiny of Asia might have been different. 


; IMPORTANT PARK BILLS. 

Two matters of great moment to the pres- 
ent and future recreative interests of Chi- 
cago are pending at Springfield. One is the 
bill proposed, under the direction of the 
Civie federation and introduced after some 
modifications by Representative Mueller, 
for the consolidation of the different park 
boards of the city. \ The other consists of a 
group of bills, prepared by the Special Park 
commission, of which Alderman Jackson 
is chairman, designed to provide for the 
establishment of a number of small parks 
and playgrounds in the city. The ends 
sought in both cases are highly commend- 
able. 

The maintenance of three entirely inde- 
pendent park authorities, each having juris- 
diction over one of the three main divisions 
of the city, contradicts pe idea that Chicago 
is one community and has signally failed 
to work out proper unity and continuity in 
park improvements and connections. The 
consolidation bill proposes, accordingly, to 
unify the management of the city's parks 
under a board of seven commissioners to 
be named by the Circuit, Superior, and 
County Court Judges. It is bound to en- 
counter strenuous opposition, but this will 
practically be confined to “political” sources 
and needs no further comment. 

As to the bills for small parks and play- 
grounds, public sentiment is in favor of ac- 
tion in this direction. There has been much 
talk on the subject during the last few 
years. The bills in question provide for 
a bond issue by the park authorities of 
$1,000,000 for the South Side, the same 
amount for the West Side, and of half that 
sum for the North Side, the proceeds to be 
used in these districts by their park authori- 
ties, These measures also provide for a 
tax in each district to meet the interest on 
its particular bends and to pay off the 
principal in twenty years. A committee 
hearing on these bills is set for today and 
a considerable number of citizens interested 
in the subject have gone to Springfield 
to advocate their passage. 

While it is desirable that smal! parks 
and playgrounds should be provided for, 
the bills concerning them are open to ob- 
jection in that they do not give the voters 
an opportunity to say whether these large 
bond issues meet with their approval at 
this time. It is questionable whether they 
would be willing to allow some of the park 
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boards as at present constituted to expend 
a million or half a million dollars offhand in 
buying real estate. If the consolidation bill 
ean be passed it will be better to give to 
the new board to be created under it the 
power—subject to popular approval—to sell 
bonds to get the money needed for small 
parks and playgrounds. It will be able 
to deal with the question more intelligently: 
and economically under one general plan 
than three boards can working independ- 
ently. 


THE ANTHRACITE COAL CRISIS. 


An article in the April Atlantic by Tal- 


cott Williams throws light upon the real 
causes of the threatened strike in the Penn- 
sylvania coal fields. This writer shows 
that strikes aré often the result of intense 
competition. Every new machine and 
every shifting of trade has in it the possi- 
bilities of strikes in the industries affected. 
Thus the invasion of England by American 
steel products is likely to produce labor 
troubles in English steel mills. It is a 
change of this kind that has forced the 
anthracite mine-owners and their employés 
into a state constantly bordering on con- 
flict. For the first time both sides are now 
thoroughly organized and each feels the 
pressure of conditions which seem to it un- 
endurable. 

The real cause of the anthracite troubles 
is the increasing competition of bituminous 
coal. From 1840 to 1860 the annua! output 
of each of the two kinds of coal was prac- 
tically the same. By 1870 the anthracite 
had forged ahead of its rival in the pro- 
portion of 16,000,000 tons to 14,000,000 of 
soft coal. Anthracite had everything in 
its favor ard the iron of the country was 
made with this kind of coal. Miners got 
good wages and capital made, large divi- 
dends. Then the capitalists did as they 
usualy do in such cases—they watered their 
stock. 

Between 1870 and 1880 the capital en- 
gaged in anthracite increased from $50,000,- 
000 to $154,000,000. Yet during the same 
period bituminous coal suddenly leaped far 
ahead of anthracite. In 1880 the hard 
coal output was 23,000,000 tons, while the 
soft coal was nearly 42,000,000 tons. The 
use of coke had been discoveted, and the 
iron industries had begun to _ substitute 
bituminous for anthracite coal. The an- 
thracite interests thus found themselves 


heavily overcapitalized and face to face with | 


strong and unexpected competition. Their 
decline dates from that time. In the last 
twenty years the anthracite output has 
doubled, but that of bituminous coal has 
quadrupled. The Pennsylvania owners 
sought to save themselves by employing 
cheaper and less intelligent labor. They 
scaled dowu wages through the company 
store, a high price for powder, and various 
devices for mulcting the miner in weighing 
his output. Strikes followed inevitably. 

These conditions are still pressing upon 
the mine-owners with increasing force. In 
the flush days of thirty years ago the shafts 
were only 400 or 600 feet deep. Now they 
are thrice that depth, and it costs much 
more to bring each ton to the surface. The 
steel industries were formerly confined to 
the East, near the anthracite mines. Now 
the cheap Western ore and cheap bituminous 
coal are steadily drawing the iron indus- 
tries toward the West. The overcapitalized 
anthracite industries have increasing dif- 
ficulty in making dividends. The result is 
an imminent danger of serious disturbances, 
yet, as Mr. Williams says, the danger from 
a further deterioration of labor and wages 
would be still worse. 


AIDING THE FOREIGNERS. 


An English shipbuilder says that as long 


as the present American duties on steel 
remain in force the British shipbuilders 
will be able to get American steel at from 
$4 to $8 less a ton than the same steel is 
sold for on this side of the Atlantic. Ad- 
herence on the part of the American manu- 
facturers, to this policy of asking a high 
price at home and a lower price abroad 
will, he says, keep up the price of ships 
built in this country and keep down the 
price of those built in Great Britain. 

There is no doubt that American ship- 
builders have been made to pay excessive 
prices for steel. The benefit of the great 
reduction in the cost of manufacture of 
that metal in this country has not been 
enjoyed by them as it has been enjoyed 
by men in the same business in a foreign 
country. If the United States Steel com- 
pany were to add the building of steel 
and iron ships to the industries it is to be 
engaged in it could turn out such ships 
for use in the foreign or coasting trade at 
prices which would defy competition. If 
the company were to build ships and sell 
them at a reasonable figure Americans 
would buy them and use them to carry on 
trade with foreign countries. 

Then what is needed to build up an Ameri- 
can ocean marine and deprive Great Britain 
of its supremacy on the seas is not the gift 
of subsidies but the abatement of the en- 
eouragement given to British shipbuilders 
by American manufacturers, who sell steel 
to them on better terms than to American 
shipbuilders. There is a duty of $6.70 a 
ton on imported steel. What good purpose 
does it answer when the American manu- 
facturers undersell British or German manu- 
facturers in their own homes? 


SENATOR MORGAN SAYS “KEEP MUM.” 

Senator Morgan writes to the Atlanta 
Constitution that “the silent progress we 
are making ” in the direction of disfranchis- 
ing negro voters “is encouraging.” He 
is pleased that “ Maryland has seen her 
opportunity and has hastened to profit by 
it.” Since “ things are coming our way,” he 
thinks “ the least said is the best just now.” 
He gives it as his opinion that the colored 
people “ will begin to draw off to the Philip- 
pines at an early day. They are already 
going to Hawaii, and we shall soon find 
room for white people in the South. Then 
we shall be a free and happy people.” 

If freedom and happiness are not to enter 
the South until the blacks leave it, the 
whites of that region will long be unfree 
and unhappy. The colored people have not 
the money with which to migrate and no- 
body will pay what it will cost to transport 
them to distant lands. There has been talk 
of shipping them to Cuba, to Africa, and 
to Mexico, but they do not wish to go. A 
few have been taken to Hawaii, but most 
of them prefer to stay in their native land. 
They will remain in the South, and be- 
cause of their presence there the Southern 
States will have, so long as the fourteenth 
amendment is a dead letter, Representatives 
and Presidential Electors they should not 
have. 

Senator Morgan assumes that if Southern 
Democrats do not talk too much about 
negro disfranchisement they will be allowed 
to go on and finish their work, enjoying, until 
the South is all white, an excessive repre- 
sentation in the House and undue power in 
the election of a President. He is mistaken 
about the blacks leaving the South. Per- 
haps he will find himself in error in his 
assumption that the fourteenth amendment 
is to be ignored indefinitely. 

‘The Republican leaders in the next Con- 


gress will have something to say on that 
subject. The last Congress passed an ap- 
portionment law which gave certain South- 
ern States more Representatives than they 
ought to have. A succeeding Congress can 
reduce the number.

The Massachusetts Legislature has appropriated 
the sum of $20,000 for the erection of a statue to 
the memory of General William Francis Bartlett, 
a hero of the civil war, who died in 1876. 

The citizens of Toronto, Ont., have decided to 
place an organ in Massey Hall as a memorial to 
the late Queen Victoria. Committees have been 
appointed to canvass the city for the necessary 
funds. It is estimated that the instrument and 
the accompanying tablets will cost $30,000. 

T. H. Chariton, who has been superintendent of 
the Indiana State Reform School at Plainfield for 
the last twenty years, has resigned. Mr. Chariton 
is regarded as one of the ablest educators in the 
State and has been prominent in educational and 
political circles ever since the close of the civil 
war, through which he fought as a member of the 
Twenty-third Indiana Regiment. 

As Sir Wilfrid Laurier ts not able to go to Aus- 
tralia in person for the opening of the federal 
Parliament a good representative of the Ottawa 
government is starting for Melbourne in the Hon. 
William Mulock, Postmaster General of the 
Dominion. Mr. Mulock, who is a wealthy solicitor 
in Canada, will spend a short time in London on 
his way to the antipodes.

His work has 
always been characterized by thoroughness and 
extraordinary ability. He graduated from Brown 
in 1886 and three years later was given his degree 
of Master of Arts.
